the Old Institution Was 
Effected, 
And Claim Clews Has No Right to Ask 
that the Reorganisation Be 
Set Aside, 


About five months ago Henry Clews and 
others filed a bill in the Circuit Court, which 
was afterward transferred to the Federal 
Court, against S. M. Nickerson, L. J. Gage, and 
others, to set aside the reorganizanon of the 
First National Bank of Chicago, and to compe! 
an accounting concerning the value of the 
stogk complainants beld. Yesterday a lengthy 
answer was filed by all the principal defend- 
ants, admitting that all the complainants 
except F. B. Hand were stockholders in the old 
First National April 29, 1882. The bank bad a 
capital of $1,000,000, and bad paid large divi- 
dends, but it is denied tne market value of the 
stock was ever 80 high as $400 a share. The 
charter of the bank expired June 1, 1882, and 
the defendants about the Ist of April decided 
to put the bank into liquidation before its 
charter expired to save expense, and a 
stockholders’ meeting was called, notice 
and power of attorney being sent to 
each steckbolder. The power of attorney 
when filled out gave the officers ot the bank 
power to insert the name of an attorney, as 
many stockholders, if left to themselves, would 
putin the name of an officer of the bank, who 
by law was prohibited from acting as attorney 
in voting. The most of the complainants, 
however, selected Henry E. Sawyer as their 
representative, while Henry Clews and C. M. 
Foster selected W. T. Baker. Sawyer knew 
the defendants were trying to establish a new 
bank and knew they denied the right of any 
one to become their associate in the new 
scheme simply because he bad been a stock- 
holder in the old bank, and he voted on his 
proxies according to his own unbiased judg- 
ment. 

In order for the bank to liquidate it was neo- 


essary some ove would be found who should 


buy all its assets and also furnish a responsible 


guarantee for both its known and unknown lia- 
bilities. The defendants were the only ones 
who could be purchasers, as they only knew 
the affairs of the bank and could take care of 
the $11,270,117 of bills discounted which formed 
the principal share of the assets. They claimed 
that as officers and directors of the bank and 
owners of a controlling amount of stock they 
were under the duty of managing and control- 
ling its affairs tor the equal benefit of all its 
stockholders; and, if its assets were sold, of 
trying to get the best price obtainable there- 
for, but that this duty did not extend so 
far as to require that they thelaselves, because 
they could afford to pay a better price than 
others, should buy the assets, either with or 
Witbout the complainants as partners in the 
purchase, nor so far as to forbid the buying, if 
they saw fit, without associating the complain- 


ants or other stockholders with them, provided 
the purchase were absolutely fair and the 
price not less than could have been obtained 
from others; that such a purchase would not 
be void, and would be voidable only in case the 
price were inadequate or traud were practiced. 


They therefore organized themselves into a 


new bank under the name of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, No. 2,670, with a capital 
of $2,000,000, but purposely omitted to give 
complainants any share in the new concern. 
They admit they bave a majority of the stock, 
and that Symonds took a large number of 
shares and sold them for the benefit of the new 
bank, but claim it was done openly. 

The defendants further deny that the com- 
plainants were entitled as a matter of law and 
right, by reason of baving been stockholders 
in the old bank, to be allowed to subscribe for 
stock in the new; or that they ever promised 
the complainants, or any of them, that they 
should be asked to take an interest in any new 
bank which might be organized by the defend- 
ants, to buy the property of the old bank, or 
that the defendants ever did or said anything 
by which the complainants were justified in as- 
suming they would have any stock allotted to 
them as a matter of right. 

A stockholders’ meeting was accordingly held 
April 25, 1882, at which it was agreed the oid 
bank suould go into liquidation, that its assets 
should be fixed in the following cut and dried 
form: 

Bills Recetvable—At the face amount thereof, as 
shown by the books of the bank at the close of bus- 
iness the said 29th day of April, with interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent per annum to said date in all 
cases where the paper is drawing interest, and less 
interest from said date to the maturity of the paper, 
at the same rate, in all cases where the paper is not 
drawing interest. 

Cash—The actual amount on hand, whether in 
this bank or subject to draft elsewhere, with inter- 
est thereon to said 29th day of April when drawing 
interest. 

Real Estate—At the respective valuations placed 
against each item on the schedule adopted by this 
meeting and marked A by the presiding officer of 
this meeting—say $306,000. 

Chattels and Fixtures—At the round 
$20,637. 

Stocks and Bonds—At the cash market value 
the said date of April 29th, 

Debts and claims of all kinds charged to profit 
and loss at the round sum of $7,500. 

It was also agreed that the directors should 
be autborized to sell all the assets to the new 
bank upon receiving from said new National 
Banking Association its properly executed 
writing obligatory assuming and undertaking 
to pay, in consideration of the sale and deliv- 
ery to it of the property of this bank as afore- 
said, all the liabilities of this bank of whatever 
nature, other than its liabilities to its stock- 
holders on account of their sbares of stock, 
whenever the same shall respectively be or be- 
come due; and further undertaking to pay this 
bank, as required, a sum in cash equal to the 
difference at the time when this bank 
goes into liquidation as aforesaid be- 
tween its liabilities aforesaid and the whole 
value of its assets and property; the amount 
of such liabilities and the value of said assets 
and property to be fixed and determined on the 
basis prescribed in the resolution passed for 
that purpose by tne meeting.“ 

These values, it is claimed, set on the assets 
were excessive, and were intended to be so, 
and the new bank will never be able to realize 
from them what it paid. The ‘good-will and 
business of the old bank were not included in 
the vaiuation as an asset, for the reason that 
it had no govd-will or business of which it 
could dispose; by the terms ofits charter its

were valueless for profit from the

whomsoever it saw fit; no other element of su- 
perior prosperity existed except such reputa- 
tion for good management as the defendants (to 
whose continued services neither the bank nor 
the complainants bad any right, legal or equi- 
table, by contract or otherwise) had made dur- 
img the many years of their direction of its 
affairs, and this was the property of the de- 
fendants respectively, and could not be soid or 
disposed of by the bank. In fact, however, 
the old bank got tne benefit of the hope and ex- 
pectation of the defendants that the new 
organization would succeed to the business and 
prosperity of the old, in the price paid for its 


assets, which price would not and could not

The proposed sale was carried out, the 
money was paid and distributed among the 
stockholders of the old bank, who at once sur- 
rendered their stock. The new bank has paid 
all the liabilities of the old bank, and the de- 
fendants claim that the complainants by ac- 
cepting their dividends and surrendering their 
stock ratified the sale and cannot be heard to 
complain at this late day. 


A HARD ROAD TO TRAVEL. 


OPPOSITION TO THE BALTIMORE & OHIO’S 
ENTRANCE TO MINNEAPOLIS, BUT IT WLLL 
GET THERE ALL THE SAME. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 27.—[Special.]—J. 

E. Zeublin, General Superintendent of the Bal- 

timore & Ohio Telegraph Company, states tnat 

his line has made three different attempts to 
reach Minneapolis from Milwaukee—once by 
the Rapid Transit Company, once by buying 

the Bankers’ & Merchants’ line, and once by a 

connection with the North American line. 

Each attempt baving proved a failure the Bal- 

timore & Ohio has decided to build its own line 

up bere because of the rich field presented 
by the Northwest for competitive teleg- 
raphy. Minneapolis, St. Paul, and Duluth 
are expected to be reached by 
June I. and Fargo dy Nov. 1. 
while a connection with Pacific-coast points is 
expected to follow soon after. Mr. Zeublin 
promises a large reduction in tolls and better 
service than any of the other lines give. He 
states that his material is ready except the 
poles, and he is receiving bids for them, so 
the work of construction is ready to begin as 
soon asthe weather permits. He states that 
he has already made application to the Coun- 
cile of Minneapolis and St. Paul ror 
street franchises, and sball apply for 
privileges in Duluth at once, 

As to the route which the Baltimore 

and Ohio would foliow, Mr. Zeublin refused 

to speak definitly, but intimated that it would 
be by railroad all the way, and that the North 

American would labor under the disadvantage 

of being a highway line. 

It is reported that the Baltimore & Ohio Tele- 
graph Company has been negotiating with the 
Wisconsin Central Road for the privilege of 
building along its right of way from Milwaukee 
westward, and has mapped out its line to fol- 
low the road to Abbottsford, with diverging 
branches thence to Duluth via Asbland, and to 
Minneapolis via Chippewa Falls. It is stated 
in railroad circles that the Wisconsin Certral 
has submitted its ultimatum, and that the 
Baltimore & Ohio has the terms under con- 
eideracion. 


THE FOREMAN WILL CASE. 


AFTER A CONTEST OF MANY YEARS IT IS SET 
ASIDE AND VALUABLE PROPERTY WILL 
REVERT TO THE RIGHTFUL HEIRS. 
BELLEVILLE, III., Jan. 27.—[Speciai.]—Today 

news was received that the judgment in the 
Foreman will case had been affirmed by the 
Supreme Court. Isaac A. Foreman, the testa- 
tor, died in 1878, and willed away the great 
bulk of an estate valued at about $100,000 to 
the American Bible Society and to the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church for Sunday-schocl and 
missionary use. The wife renounced under 
the will and took her marriage poruon. Only 
$2,000 was reserved, the use of which was given 
to his only child, Mary Price, for life, and 
at der death it was to de settled 
on his granddaughter. An action was brought 
by the daughter in 1879 to break the will. but 
the jury disagreed. The case was removed to 
the Federal Court for this district, but upon 
appeal to the United States Supreme Court it 
was remanded to the State court. The second 
trial occurred in April, 1882, when a verdict 
was rendered against the will. It was then ap- 
pealed and the verdict affirmed. The case has 
excited a great deal of interest bere and has 
been ably fought in the vourts. The will was 
set aside because Foreman was of a very ad- 
vanced age and of unsound mind, and, further- 
more, be had deen unduly iofluenced by agents 
of the corporations mentioned. 


STRUCK A ROCK. 


CHIEF McCCURTAIN, OF THE CHOCTAW NA- 
TION, FINDS ALL THE EDUCATIONAL N- 
TERESTS AGAINST HIM, 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., Jan. 27.—] Special. I—An 
Indian Territory special says: Considerable 
feeling bas been aroused in the Choctaw Na- 
tion over the attitude of the local government 
toward schools. The charge is made that 
Chief McCurtain and a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Choctaw Council or Legislature are 
hostile to educational interests. There are 
numbers of schools throughout the Choctaw 
Nation, many of which are controlled by va- 
rious religious denominations, and are aided 
largely by Eastern triends. These institutions 
have been of inestimabie value and the Choc- 
taws have kept pace with the Cherokees in ed- 
ucational progress. One of the largest schools 
is the Methodist College, upon which the Meth- 
odists allege they have expended between 
$40,000 and $50,000, principally in donations 
from the East. It is claimed the Choctaw Gov- 
ernment is seeking to control this institution 
and change the ‘management, and will refuse 
it support unless it is under Choctaw super- 
vision. The school managers have determined 
to resist a change. it seems probabie that all 
the school interests in the Nation will unite 
against Chief McCurtain. 


THEY NEVER CAME BACK, 


TWO MEN OUT ON THE SEA IN A DORY ARE 
LOST IN A GALE—FUTILE SEARCH FOR 
THEM. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 27.—[Special.|— 
Hundreds of people waited on the wharves to- 
day for the schooner Alice M. Stroples, which 
came in with ner flag at half-mast. Her 
Captain’s story was: We were on Grand 
Bank during the gale of Jan. 9, and had extra 
good fishing ard fair weather. Sunday atter- 
noon, Jan. 24, Hugh McKinnon and Joseph 
O'Brien left the vessel to relieve a dory in 
which was Michael Dacey and Charles White, 
A beavy wind came up, and Dacey and White 
becoming alarmed went aboard the schooner 
Grace L. Fears, which lay a short distance. to 
the southward. McKinnon and O’Brien rowed 
aimlesiy about in search of their shipmates, 
but never returned. A heavy fog set in, and 
the gale increased in its fury.“ 

Capt. Stoptes was of the opinion that their 
dory was capsized, and that both men were 
drowned. An earnest search was instituted, 
but without avail. McKinnon belonged to 
Cape Breton, N. S., and was unmarried, 
Joseph O'Brien was also a aative of Nova Sco- 
tis. He was to bave been married in a few 
weeks. 


UNDERTAKERS BOTHERED, 


THE RAILROADS HAVE RULES REGARDING 
THE SHIPMENT OF CORPSES THEY MUST 
CONFORM TO. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 27.—(Special.)— 
The local undertakers are all torn up over the 
bundle of red tape which must be gone 
through with now in shipping a dead body by 
rail. A few weeks ago an undertaking firm 
received from a rubber company a circular 
stating that their antiseptic interment sack 
for transporting bodies bad been adopted by 
the National Associanon of Baggage Agents 
and by the Minnesota Board of Health. Im- 
med iateiy on top of this came a set of rules 
from the Milwaukee Road for the transporta- 

s. The rules were so exacting 
— — Stilwaukee was boycotted by the un- 
dertakers and all corpses began going east- 
ward over the other roads, which adbered to 
the old rules. This mornmg a code of rules 
similar to the Milwaukee's came to the under- 
takers from the St. Louis Road, and the other 
lines are expected to follow without delay. 

The rules are very stringent, making, among 

other things, an inclosure of the body in 

“antiseptic sack” imperative.

RANDALL TO THE RESCUE 


The Pennsylvania Member Ap- 
pealed To by the Pension- 
Scared Bourbons. 


Boutelle Stirs Up the Other Side Over 
the Norfolk Navy-Yard Af- 
fair. 


A Hard Nut for the Cabinet to Orack— 
The Silver QuestionLand-For- 
feitures— hat. 


Again Carlisle and Morrison appeal unto Ran- 
dail to save the party. Heroic efforts are mak- 
ing to stem the threatened tide of pension legis- 
lation. The effort just now is to have the Pen- 
sions Committee reconsider its action in de- 
ciding to report favorably on the bill extending 
the benefit of the Arrearages act until Jan. 1, 
1888. The committee last week fnstructed Mr. 
Morrill of Kansas to make the report. Now 
the Democratic members of the committee, of 
which Matson of Indiana is Chairman, are sub- 
ject to the strongest kind of pressure to 
take a backward step and not let the 
report be presented to the House, 
Speaker Carlisie is said to have appealed to the 
members personally, urging them that such an 
example set by the Pensions Committee thus 
early in the session will inevitably demoralize 
other committees, and the aggregate of the 
appropriations will be something enormous. 
The practical work, however, was left to Rau- 
dall, and he st once set about it in a practical 
way. He addressed a letter to Commissioner 
Black asking dba following questions: 

First—What has been the cost to the Govern- 
ment to date as to the result of the passage of tne 
acts of Jan. 25 and March 3. 1879, extending the 
limitation in the filing of applications for pensions, 
and what will be the probable exwenditure under 
the operation of said acts, without regard to the 
second proposition? 

Second—What will be the probable cost if Con- 
gress repeals the limitation imposed by said acts of 
Jan. 25 and March 3, 1879? 

Third—- What will be the additionul annual value 
of the pension roll should the pending bill (HK 
545) become a law, which proposes to increase to 
$12 the monthly rate of ail widows, minors, and 
dependent relatives, pensioners, and applicants. 
whose monthly rate is or would be less than said 
sum? 

Today Randall laid the Commissioner’s an- 
swer before the Appropriations Committee 
witb the remark that if the proposed leyisla- 
tion were to be enacted it would also be ad- 
visabie to make some provision for an income 
tax The reply to the first question may be 
summed up iu the statement that the total 
amount expended under these two acts up to 
June 80, 1885, was $179,455,000. Estimates of 
the amounts likely to be yet granted under 
these laws, the applications baving been filed 
prior to July, 1880, were $80,468,000, making a 
total of $259,874,000. 

The gist of the answer to the second question 
lies in the estimate that the total probable re- 
sult of the repeal of the limitation will be a cost 
of $302,836,000. Regarding the Widows bill the 
annual increase was estimated at $6,167,000. 
It is proper to add that when Randali presented 
the figures to his committee their accuracy was 
questioned by members who are more familiar 
with pension matters than either Randall or 
Black. Till they have had time to make com- 
parisons it would not be safe to assume that the 
Pension-Office figures are Correet. Some of the 
members of the Appropriations Committee also 
called Mr. Randall's attention to the recom- 
mendation in Black’s report that the benefit of 
the Arrearages act ought to be extended. 
They thought he should have Woked into the 
case before making such suggestions, 

In connection with the Pension-Office the 
resolution adopted in the Senate today to in- 
vestigate its administration, past and present, 
has a live interest. The Committee on Ex- 
penditures of Public Money, which will have 
charge of the investigation, is made up of Cul- 
lom (Chairman), Ben Harrison, Plumb, Platt 
of Connecticut, Republicans; Beck, Kenna, 
and Gibson, Democrats. The part of Black's 
report which ex-Commissioner Dudley consid- 
ers a refiection on his administration was as 
follows: 

At one time the Pension Bureau was all but 
avowedly a political machine, filled from border to 
border with the uncompromising adherents ofa sin- 
gle organization, who had for the claimant other 
tests than those of the law, and who required in ad- 
dition to service in the field submission to and sup- 
port of a party before pensions were granted. Not 
always, but often, was this true; not openly, but 
surely, were the tests applied; and the vast ma- 
chinery of a professed governmental Office became 
party power. The enormous array of medical boards 
established in every quarter was almost solidly 
partisan—made so not openly, but surely. People 
of one faith filled every one of the great agencies. 
Examiners, trained in unscrupulous schools, tra- 
versed the land as recruiting sergeants for a party. 
Chiefs of divisions, assistants, clerks, messengers, 
messenger boys, watchmen, and laborers were all 
but entirely from one school. Veteran service 
could not secure a continuance in office, and at the 
behest and demand of partisans beyond the office 
old employés were cut adrift and zealous rumers 
placed in their stead. Leaves of absence were 
granted that the active men of the party might 
dominate over the elections. Wholesale dis- 
charges were made for partisan ends, und a care- 
tul study of the Tables 21 and 21A of this report 
will show how a tide of men and money was poured 
by this office into the sections where political strug- 
gies were progressing, 

a" * 

The Norfolk navy-yard threw the House 
Democrats into paroxysms again today. Bou- 
telle of Maine rose to a question of privilege, 
to explain which he read from the Record 
Wise's denial the other day that the dry-dock 
had ever been destroyed. The Democrats 
took alarm at once. Morrison Was summoned 
from the cloak-room in haste and fell over 
three pages getting to his seat. Randall, who 
happened to be in the corridor, was also 
brought in. Then the Democrats breathed 
easier, though subsequent proceedings did not 
show the value of either of the leaders. Wise 
was away, and one of bis Virginia colleagues 
objected to any remarks being made in his 
absence. Bouteile retorted that his privilege 
related to bimself, and not to the member from 
Virginia. The statement made that the dry- 
dock bad never been destroyed was a reflection 
on bis veracity. Asa personal privilege he 
proposed to bring in the public records to show 
that his charges were well founded. At once 
balf a dozen of the Bourbon Brigadiers in the 
hails of their fathers were on their feet vio- 
lently protesting that this should not be done. 
Herbert of Alabama, Cualrman of the Naval 
Committee, got recognized to make the usual 
point of order that the Maine member had 
no right to drag in unpleasant facts. Boutelle 
replied that he would address himself to the 
point of order, which he did. Every sentence 
was interrupted by a protest from the Vemo- 
cratic side and an appeal to the Chairto apply 
the gag-law to Boutelle. Finally the Speaker 
became digusted at the bullheadedness or his 
party associates and impatientiy told them in 
effect that they were making fools of them- 
selves. This only caused the objectors to ro- 
double their zeal by showering points of order 
and parliamentary inquiries on the Chair. 
Meanwhile Boutelle had made a _  state- 
ment of what the records were—the re- 
ports of the commanding General during 
1861-62 and of other officers, which showed 
that the dry-dock had been destroyed by the 
Rebels. Does the Chair mean to let that go 
in the Record,“ sbrieked Hammond of Georgia, 
“when we wouldn't let bim make such state- 
ments? The Chair couldn't help the Demo- 
crate for their lack of brains in seeking a 
means to apply the gag-iaw. When Boutelle 
wot through talking to the point of order the 
Spéaker ruied that as a matter of personal 
privilege be had not the right to introduce the 


| documents, but im the Congressional Record’s 


report of Boutelle’s speech tomorrow it will 
Appear that the documents which give the lie 
to Wise’s assertions are a part of the public 
records, and there will also be a pretty full 
description of what these documents are. 

The citations which Mr. Boutelle offered are 


four in number, ot which the following is the 
substance: 


Maj.-Gen. John E. Wool reported to the Secre- 
tary of War, under date of Fortress Monroe, May 
12, 1862, that the lith he had visited the navy-yard 
and “found all the workshops, storehouses, and 
other buildings in ruins, having been set on fire by 
the Rebels, who at the same time partially blew up 
the dry-dock.”’ 

Flag-Ofticer L. M. Goldsborough of the North At- 
lantic Blockading Squadron reported May 12, 1862, 
to the Secretary of the Navy that he had 
visited the navy-yard while the property was still 
burning. He sad: Nearly everything is de- 
stroyed. Of the buildings, the officers’ quarters 
alone remain intact. The dock gates are all de- 
stroyed, and the pier ends connected with the gates 
blown up toa partial degree, but otherwise the 
dock itself is uninjured.” 

The next day Admiral Goldsborough reported as 
follows: “The reports in the papers about the 
navy-yard at Norfolk are utterly and entirely false. 
To have destroyed it more effectually than has 
been done would have been a difficult task. Essen- 
tially it is in utter ruins.” 

Commodore Joseph Smith, Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, in his annual report said of 
the work at the Norfolk Navy-Yard: The dry- 
deck has been pumped out by the aid of temporary 
pumps, so that its condition could be ascertained.

MR. ERSKINE’S SUIT. 


A Question of Interest to Persons 
Who Travel on Suburban 
Trains. 


How a Railway Official Looks at It 
What Mr. Erskine Might Have 
Done. 


Attorneys Say the Conductor Should Not 
Have Put Him Off Between Sta- 
tions. 


The announced determination of Mr. L. R. 
Erskine, a member of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, to bring suit against the Northwestera 
Railroad Company for ejecting bim from its 
train between stations because he bad refused 
to give up his ticket until the conductor bad 
provided him with aseat in the crowded car 
raises a question as to the relative rights of a 
railway corporation and the traveling public 
in which resideuts of a city baving so large a 
sudurban train service as Chicago bas can but 
feel interested. A reporter for Taz Tams 
yesterday calied upon the General Manager of 
one of the principal lines entering the city and 
asked bis opinion as to what course a passenger 
should pursue upon finding no vacant seat 
upon a train for which he had purchased a 
ticket, and as to how far the railroad company 
would be liable or what action their employés 
would have the right totake in case of the 
refusal of a passenger to pay bis fare until a 
seat was provided. 

“It is unquestionably the duty and 1 think 
the desire,” said the official, “of every railway 
company to provide ample accommodations ior 
each and every passenger its trains carry, but 
there are circumstances under which this is 
absolutely impracticable, and when this is 
plainly seen to be the case a complaining pas- 
senger should in my opinion temper bis de 
mands witb reason. I have watched the char. 
acter of our suburban travel with much 
interest for sometime and have seen that the 
number of passengers we carry from day to day 
is greatly influenced by the weather, the char 
acter of the amusements going on in the city, 
ana similar causes. For instance, our heay- 
lest out-bound trains asa rule are at 5 o'clock 
and 5:15 p. w., yet I have known these trains 
to go out with comparatively light loads, while 
perbaps the train immediately preceding or 
following chem wiil be uncomfortably loaded. 
If tne day is bright and the wakmg good the 
women of the suburbs reached by our line 
come down to the city to shop in large num- 
bers. Asarule, they return home at 5 and 
half-past, at the same bour set by business- 
men to return to thew homes, and often it is 
impracticable for us to furnish cars enough to 
accommodate the crowd, while if @ por- 
tion of them would wait fifteen or twen- 
ty minutes for the 
might all secure seats. 
draw beavily from the suburbs, One Saturday 
the performances may be over at all the thea- 
tres in time to enable the suburbanites to take 
the 5 o’clock train, while the next Wednesday 
they may be kept till tne 5:15 or 5:30. We try 
to provide against these things by so making 
up our trains that we will have two or three 
extra cars which we can out off from the rear 
when the train starts in case we see that 
will not be wanted, and yet Il bave seen twice 
as many people get on the train at a station 
half a mile beyond our depot as goton at 
starting point. 

MR. ERSKINE’S CASE.

The interests of both are identical, 
The passenger wants comfortable transporta- 
tion, and the railway company knows that by 
giving it to him it can increase its volume of 
business. In Mr. Erskine’s case the train em- 
ployés, in my opinion, were largely to blame. 
There are different ways of settling such diffi- 
culties. Our employés, as doubtless are those 
of the Northwestern, are instructed to be 
polite and considerate in every instance, 
and to use force only when ne 
other course is left open. For a conductor to 
lose bis temper and dump a man out in the 
dirt because for any reason he refuses to pay 
his fare is wrong, and the company can be 
made to suffer for any damages the passenger 
may sustain. Had the conductor deemed it 
necessary to put the man off, be should have 
waited until a station was reached. 
WHAT HE SHOULD HAVE DONE. 

“Tam inclined to think, however, that Mr. 
Erskine was disposed to be a littie fresh aud 
smartin the matter. What he should have 
done was to pay bis fare to the conductor and 
take a receipt for the same, together witb the 
conductor's acknowledgment that he could 
furnish no seat. Next day he should have 
seen the Superintendent of the 
who I personally know to be a clever and 
gentiemanly official, and explained the case to 
bim. Mr. Erskine would doubtless have got- 
ten his money back and some action have been 
taken by the company to prevent a recurrence 
of the thing.”’

THE FAR WEST. 


THE GOVERNOR OF UTAH EXERCISES THE 
VETO POWER—HANGED BY VIGILANTES— 
CALIFORNIA FRUIT-GROWERS OBJECT TO 
MEXICAN RECIPROCITY. 

Satt Lake, Utah, Jan. 27.—[Special.|—Gov. 
Morray vetoed a bill passed by the Legisiature 
which provides that after conviction for an 
offense not punishable with death a defend- 
ant who bas appealed shall, upon application 
therefor, be admitted to bail as a matter of 
right. This bill was framed for the purpose of 
Geteating the law in polygamous cases by open- 
ing the door for bail in every case, permitting 
convisted persons to have liberty during ap- 
peals to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which requires about one year’s time 
to get a decision. It would remove from the 
courts all discretion regarding bail. The Gov- 
ernor, in his veto, says: 

Under the bill the defendant convicted of mur- 
Ger in the second degree, or guilty of rape or other 
infamous crime, may prosecute an appeal and 
upon application therefor be admitted to bail, as a 
matter of right, and, by operation of luw, be at 
once turned loose upon the society it has wronged. 
Under the practice governing appeais the courts 
will be left powerless to control or correct this 
outrage upon the community. In my opinion, by 
depriving the courts of discretion in this very im- 

rtant feature of criminal proceedings, which the 

1] does, we place in the hands of those who seek 
0 defeat the execution of the laws the power to 
wifle with justice and to delay and defeat the pun- 
ebhments prescribed by law against those who 
tand conricted of public offenses. 

This veto was sent to the Legislature, and 
taken as an indication that Gov. Murray will 
not approve any bilis framed for the purpose 
pf annuilmg or violating laws for the sup- 
pression ot polygamy and bring Mormons to 
the loyal obedience of all laws. The Legis- 
lature convenes every two years, and is com- 
posed of thirty-six members. The session lasts 
sixty days. All are paid by the Government, 
yet about everything they do i for the pur- 
pose of annullmg the laws of Congress in the 
interest of the Mormon Church, under the 
dictation of that organization.

FROZEN TQ DEATH, 


TWO FAMILIES VICTIMS OF THE LATE BLIZ- 
ZARD IN THE CHOCTAW NATION AND ONE 
IN KANSAS. 

Port Smita, Ark., Jan. 27.— (Special.|— 
From a reliable man who arrived here today 
from Sans Bois, Choctaw Nation, it is learned 
that Jan. 8 two families of rovers, consisting 
of nine persons, were vaught in the blizzard of 
that date in a vast prairie about twenty miles 
from Sans Bois, and were ail frozen to death, 
together with their teams, consisting of four 
borses. They were traveling in the direction 
of Muskogee. Nothing was found in their 
effects to tell who they were or whence they 
came. They were found the 9th, all frozen 
stiff in their wagons, and their teams frozen in 
narness. The locality being remote trom teie- 
grap» lines the news of their terribie fate 
seems to have been confined to the immediate 
neighbourhood where they met death.

Republicans Fichting to Save Cincinnati 
from the Boodle” Orowd’s Dom- 
inationOther Legislatures. 


Cotumsvs, O., Jan. 27.— [Special.] — There 
was none of the tbrestened bloodsbed in the 
Obio Senate today and none is now expected. 
There was the usual dramatic entrance of the 
Democratic Senators at 4 p. m., followed by an 
adjournment within a minute. There was a 
growl of disappointment from a rather tougb- 
looking crowd of about 200 gathered in the 
balls but not allowed to enter the Senate 
Chamber, and that was all there was of the per- 
formance. It is not unlikely the same thing 
will be repeated. 

A conference committee of Democrats and 
Repu biicans is at work and it is hoped will agree 
on something eventually. There isa delay, and 
the pressure of outside opinion is making itself 
felt. There is atendency toward conservatism. 
The effort to arouse the passions of local Dem- 
ocrats at an indignation meeting tonight does 
not meet witb the enthusiastic support of all 
members of that party. There is a tendency 
now to temper partisanism with a decent re- 
gard for facts and consequences. The matter 
will be settled without any so-called revolu- 
tion. On the moral aspect of the case— 
the mere abstract question of right and 
wrong—there is little debate. The Republicans 
are in the right primarily; the frauds in Cin- 
cinnati are not denied. The üght, with all ite 
bitterness, is only upon the method of investi- 
gation. The Democrats now say they will in- 
Vestigate, but want to do it witb closed doors. 
and investigate the cases of the Hamilton 
County Senators separately. This will result 
in the suppression of facts and enable the men 
holding seats under false pretenses to vote in 
ald of whichever one may be on trial at any 
time and so save bim; furthermore, the Dem- 
ocrats want the matter referred, in the usual 
way, to the Committee on Privileges and Eieo- 
tions. 

THE TWO SIDES OF THE CASE. 

A caucus of the Democratic Senators was 
held today, and committees were appointed to 
select the committees in the body. Breusbear, 
the one of the four Hamilton County Senators 
the manner of whose election is best known, 
bad his say in making up the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. What bis commit-. 
tee’s report would be may be readily guessed. 
The Republicans say: Let us investivate witb 
open doors, and let us take up this matter 
of the Cincinnati frauds as a whole; then 
the world will know just what happened 
and the ridiculous feature will not be present- 
ed of men practically on trial sitting as jurors 
in their own cases. This is the immediate ise- 
sue. The Hamilton County Senators them- 
selves are men of about the ordinary type of 
State Senators from big cities. They do most 
of their work outside the chamber, figuring 
littie upon the floor. Brashear, the one above 
mentioned, were his hair and mustache a 
shade lighter, might pus for the twin brother 
of Gleason, who, in Chicago, achieved fame 
with Mackin and Gallagher. He is not a 
bad-looking fellow. The Repubiieans of the 
Senate have no pronounced leader among them 
to organize and direct, but as a body they are 
Arn. enough. They have the advantage, also, 
that the majority of the House of Representa- 
tives is with them solidly. 

Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy has surprised even his 
friends. He is not an expert parliamentarian, 
and bas doubtless made some mistakes, but he 
laughs, and is not easily bulldozed. He is cau- 
tious now in bis rulings and safe. He is a man 
of perhaps 41 years, and reminds one just a 
little of Oliver P. Morton in his personal ap- 
pearance. He has seen too much real fighting 
to be alarmed at a political row. Entering 
the army a private and coming out a 
Brigadiet-General, there is a smilie on 
bis face whenever a climax comes in the 
present rather warm proceedings. Since 
Monday the Lieur2nant-Governor has been re- 
ceiving letters of commendation and encour 
agement from all over the country. Mention 
has already been made of the number of curt- 
ous gavels sent him. The one from Cincinnati 
admirers is of solid gold, with a diamond in the 
bead, and is an expensive and beauti- 
ful thing. From prominent men in Wash- 
ington and the East generally have come 
dispatches supporting him in his attitude. The 
clerk, Charles Vallandigham, who bas made 
himself so conspicuous by lugging about the 
Senate's records in the wake of the Democratic 
Senators, is a tuli-waisted, red-faced and al- 
most red-baired man of about 30, who is said 
to look like bis brother and who seems a 
rather jolly fellow, rejoicing in his present 
prominence. He edits a paper somewhere in 
the State, ordid edit it before he became a 
vigorous statesman. 

A SILENT POWER. 

There 16 a silent power, a gray-haired, gray- 
mustached. tastefully-dressed personage, the 
best-looking man in the Senate Chamber, who 
deserves a mention. He is ex-Speaker Hodge 
of Cleveland. He is an expert pariiamentarian, 
and he had won the reputation of having a 
bead as long as any man who ever sat in the 
Speaker's chair. He is here ostensibly as a 
newspaper man from Clevelend, where he owns 
a newspaper, but really as an adviser. He 
made a prophecy today in conversation. It 
was this: Two of the Cincinnati Senators 
were given their seats on a forgery known to 
everybody. These two men will go out cer- 
tainly. Two others were not elected, but the 
proof that they were notis of another nature. 
They will, in all human probability, go out, too, 
and all will be done legally and proper y and 
will be so admitted. That,“ said he, is my 
prophecy.”’ Ex-Speaker Hodge may be right 
or wrong, but it looks as if he were nght. 

It is not expected that the conference com- 
mittee will at most succeed in accomplishing 
more than to change the manner of the 
struggle. The contestants have no 
idea of abandoning their cause. There is 
notrace of a disposition among Republican 
members to desert.them, and the Cincinnati 
Committee of One Hundred is in earnest. This 
committee is just now, however, communicat- 
ing with Gov. Foraker. Througbout all this 
turmoil Gov. Foraker has had littie té say. He 
bas beard, apparently, that there is a littie dif- 
ficulty in the State Senate, but it doesn’t seem 
to worry him. The polish on his boots today 
was admirabie, and be said be didn't regret the 
defeat of the British Ministry. He thought 
the English ought to de ashamed to 
bave any other Premier than Giadstone 
as long as the old man lives. He did not allude 
to Ohio politics as far as heard from. The im- 
pression is general that Gov. Foraker knows 
what be is about and will act when the time 
comes. 

WHERE TROUBLE MAY COME FROM, 

If trouble comes at all it will be from the lo 
cal boodiums, au article with which Columbus 
is so unfortunate as to be well supplied. They 
were the oues who hung about the Senate 
Chamber this afternoon, and it is they who made 
up the whooping portion of the audience 
of a meeting heid tonight. They are a 
separate lot entirely from what may 
be called the Thurman Democrats, and they 
are pining forafight. There is an organiza- 
tion used actively called the Jackson Club. It 
has held a number of meetings of late, and is 
physically of a complexion to make that so- 
ciety known as the Young Democracy of Chi- 
cago turn green with envy. Allen O. Myers, 
though defeated by over 1.300 votes for the 
Legisiature in a county giving 1,500 Demo- 
cratic majority, is still the Jackson Club's idol

and its boss. Allen O. Myers remains 
the Democratic steerer in the emergency, 
and it is interesting, because of 
its grotesqueness, to note his conferences with 
gray-hbeaded Democratic Senators from the 
country districts. It is like a conference be- 
tween a group of old oxen and a bull terrier. 
Myers is a quick and an alert man, though not 
much over 30 years of age, of long experience 
in politics, and a great fellow among “ the 
boys. It was droliwhen be came into the 
Senate Chamber, followme the Democratic 
branca of that body, this afternoon. He is 
square built and solid in figure. with heavy 
brows and twinkling eyes. The observer won- 
ders how be came to be called Allen instead 
of Patsey. He talks blood. He threatened a 
riot if the court-house were not given up to 
his crowd tor indignation-meeting purpeses to- 
night, and hinted mysteriously of the terrible 
thmgs that are to follow any revoluuonary 
movements, as he calls them, on the part of 
the Republicans. He is the active agent of the 
Cincinnati group, the Enquirer contingent who 
want ring rule perpetuated in that city. This 
is the man who is directing the Democratic 
movements, who furnishes physical support to 
be produced upon occasion. What it all means, 
why Democrats struggle so hard to retain con- 
trol of the Senate, can be understood only by 
reference to a singular act of the last Legis- 
lature, 
THE SECRET OF DEMOCRATIC ACTION. 

That body, acting with a view to tbe perpet- 
uation of Democratic power in Cincinnati, es- 
tablished the Board of Police Commissiovers. 
There are three of these Commissioners, who 
are to hold office turee years—one going out of 
office yearly and bis successor to be elected by 
the people. At least, this will be the 
case when the new system gets fairly 
in operation. The first Commissioners were 
to be appointed. The Legislature dared not 
trust Gov. Hoadly to appoint them. He 
was not deemed a sufficiently unscrupulous 
partisan. It dared not trust the courts of Cin- 
cinnati to name the Commissioners; they 
might bave named good men. And the extraor- 
dinpary design was finally conceived and exe- 
cuted of leaving the appointments to the Cin- 
cinnati Board of Public Works, a body having 
no more claim to such prerogative and no 
more fitted for it than the Cincinnati Base- 
Ball Club. But the Board of Public Works ‘i 
part of the Democratic machine in Cincinnati, 
and it was an assured thing that its 
appointments would be such as to give 
the machine more power. They did 
with a vengeance. The Police Commissioners 
are M. L. Hawkins, aman whom the Enquirer 
supported for Sheriff, and who in turn gave the 
Engutrer the Sheriff's advertising; Julius Reis, 
a shrewd, foxy individual, whois aware that 
the world is his oyster, and votes with Hawkins 
on all occasions; and Will A. Stevens, a busi- 
ness-man with no traits in particular. The 
first two are Democrats, and they are the 
Police Board. They work together and over- 
ride Stevens when he ventures to oppose 
them. Stevens seems to be weak rather 
than anything eise, and has opposed some 
of the more daring acts of his colleagues. It 
was this board which placed hundreds of thugs 
as special policemen about the polls in Cincin- 
nati, and not only made possible but secured 
the perpetration of the outrages which have 
caused such scandal. It is this board which 
Cincinnati wishes to be rid of. The committee 
of 100 citizens—fifty of whom are Democrats 
and the Chairman of whom is a Democrat— 
have, as previously reported, brought before 
the Governor the gravest charges against 
the Commissioners, and ask him to re- 
move them from office. The law gives 
the Governor the right to remove them, but 
the problem arises as to bow their places are 
to be filled. The Board of Public Works bad 
the appointing power only in the first instance, 
and even if it had the power now would prob- 
ably again appoint men of the same type, 
affording no relief. The law provides that if a 
vacancy occur in the Police Board by the 
death, removal, or resignation of one of the 
Commissioners, his place shall be filled by some 
one chosen by his associates until the time 
for an election occurs. But if all the 
Commissioners are removed at once no one 
will remain to name their successors, and 
how the places shall be filled becomes an open 
question. This is the problem before Gov. 
Foraker today. It is thought possible that 
Stevens may clear his skirts of the outrages 
proved, and that there may not be found suffi- 
cient reason for his removal. In such event 
tne problem would be greatly simplified. 

Here is the real issue before the Legislature: 
Cincinnati demands relief from the foul 
burden, and permanent relief can come only 
through legislation. Wit the four Democratic 
Senators from Hamuiton County seated, the 
relief asked by decent men of both parties 
cannot come. With these Senators out, the 
needed legislation can be had at once. It is 
not a party question. Whether or not there is 
a slight Democratic majority in one branch of 
the Legislature is a trifling thing and feit to be 
so, but whether or not Cincinnati should bave 
relief isa matter of grave moment. 

ARRIVING AT A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. 

CoLumsus, O., Jan. 27.—[ Special. — The Dem- 
ocratic Senators were allowed the truce asked 
for today and given the opportunity to bury 
their dead before allowing the Republicans all 
that they claim in the matter of the Hamilton 
County cases or resuming hostilities at the 
old stand. No final agreement has been 
reached, however. The Senate convened at 
10 o'clock this morning, with President Ken- 
nedy in the chair and the Spartan band of 
seventeen Republican Senators present. The 
Democratic Senators were absent, and so were 
the clerks. The Republicans remained in their 
seats. It was known that if any proposition for 
a conference between the Democratic and Re- 
publican Senators was made it would come 
from the Democratic Caucus Committee—Sen- 
ators Van Cleaf, O' Nen, Dodd, Sullivan, and 
Lawrence—to the Republican Caucus Con mit- 
tee—Senators Ford, Rannells, Pavey, Pringle, 
and Dow. The committees were appointed by 
the party caucuses early in thesession. About 
10:30 o’clock the foliowing note was received 
by the Republican committee: 

The Hon. G. H. Ford and W. J. Rannells: Will you 
be kind enough to submit in writing the proposi- 
tion of your caucus for a committee of conference 
and send by bearer? Yours, A. R. VAN CLEAF. 

The following reply was sent: 

Senators Vun Cleaf and Dold—GENTLEMEN: Your 
communication of this date received. In reply 
our committee has no proposition from our cau- 
cus’’tosubmit. We are willing to meet your 
committee if desired. GEORGE H. FoRD, 

W. J. RANNELLS. 

In response to this a note was received from 
Senator Van Cleaf stating that the Democratic 
committee would meet the Republican com- 
mittee. Although the note, which was trans- 
mitted by Message Clerk Carlos E. Trevitt, did 
not reach the Republicans until after 
12 o'clock, it named 11:30 as tbe hour 
for the conference. The conference was 
bela at 1:30 in the afternoon in the Senate 
Finance Committee room, the five Republicans 
and five Democrats being present. On motion 
of Senator Pringle (Republican), Senator Van 
Cleat was made Chairman of the joint commit- 
tee meeting, and on motion of Senator Sullivan 
Senator Ford was made Secretary. There was 
then some discussion, all parties agreeing that 
whatever is decided upon it would be better to 
prevent any more heuted sessions in the pres- 
ence of a large crowd. Asa matter of fact, 
the Democratic Senators have gone clear 
back on their war correspondents, and 
are as anxious as any one to prevent 
violence, and allay the fears these war corre- 
spondeuts have raised of bloodshed. It was 
finally decided by the joint committee that the 
Democratic Senators go to the Senate at 4 
o'clock and assist the Republicans in adjourn- 
ing the Senate until this morning. 

At 2 o'clock Sergeant-at-Arms Negley and 
his assistants closed the onter doors of the 
Senat> Chamber, and after that hour allowed 
no onetoenter but Senators and representa- 
tives of the press. There were thirty or forty 
outsiders already in the Cnamber, but 
at President Kennedy's suggestion they were 
allowed to remain. A crowd of several 
bundred surged and throngea about the 


| Capitol, attempting to gain entrante 


to the 
Senate Chamber. Many came from curiosity 
and many were part of the gang that was on 
band Monday ready to do violence. A repeti- 
tion of the disreputable scene of Monday was 
prevented by their not being allowed to enter. 
At 3:57 o’clock the Democratic Senators and 
clerks filed into the Chamber and took their 
places. There was some confusion in. the 
Senate Chamber, and after President Kennedy 
had restored order Senator Pringle (Rep.) 
moved that the Senate adjourn. This was im- 
mediately seconded by Senator Dodd (Dem.) 
and unanimously carried. 

The Conference Committee adjourned to 
meet subject to the call of Senator Van Cleaf, 
and it is propable that the Senate will again 
adjourn tomorrow morning to await final 
action of the Joint Committee and the submis- 
sion of a plan for future operations. 

ALLEN O. MYERS’ INDIGNATION MEETING. 

An indignation meeting was held tonicht. 
attended mostly by local Democrats. None of 
the members of the General Assembly were 
present. Resolutions were adopted condemn- 
ing the course of the President of the Senate 
us revolutionary, denouncing him as a usurper 
and madman, and caliing upon the Democratic 
majority to remove him from the po- 
siuon. The resolutions pledge sup- 
port and sympathy to the Democrats, 
and, after the existing troubles between the 
Senate and its President are settled, demand 
that a thorough investigation be made in the 
Hamilton County election cases, and, if it be 
found that the Democratic members do not 
rightfully hold their seats, express the hope 
that every Democratic member will vote to un- 
seat them. 

The fact that compromise measures were in- 
augurated after the meeting had been called 
bad the effect to reduce the attendance. 


WHAT ARE TREY DOING WITH DONAVIN? 

CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 27.—|Special.]—A Co- 
lumbus dispatchesays that private advices have 
been received there from Washington which 
state that members of the boodle gang have 
actually kidnaped Col. S. K. Donavin and have 
bim in custody in Baltimore, where he has al- 
ready been reduced to the verge of insanity by 
the administration of drugs, and that he will 
be kept in such custody and plied with poisons 
until his mind is either destroyed or bis death 
accomplished. There are good grounds for 
saying that the select committee of the House 
will inquire into the operations of the gang in 
attempting to destroy the testimony of Col. 
Donavin, and embody the result of their in- 
quiries in their report for the benefit and edifi- 
cation of the United States Senate. 

The report that started from the circle of 
Payne's intimates that he might possibly resign 
is pretty well grounded, and his action will de- 
pend largely upon the success of the select 
committee in unearthing the methods by which 
be was chosen Senator. If a prima facie case 
is made out against him it is said be will 
speedily pick a quarrel with President Cleve- 
land’s Administration for a pretext and then 
will essay to play the röle of Roscoe Conkling. 


NOT AN ORDINARY FRAUD. 

WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—The Philadel- 
phia Press thus strongly defends the position 
of the Republicans in the Ohio Senate: 

Whatever the legal technicalities in the crisis 
and ciash of the Ohio Senate, the moral right is 
wholly with the Republicans. The Senate as it now 
stungs consists of seventeen Republicans, sixteen 
uncontested Democrats, and the four usurping 
Democrats trom Cincinnati. The first step in con- 
sidering the matter is to gain a clear understanding 
of the Cincinnati fraud. 

It was no ordinary fraud. It was nota fraud 
about which there could be any doubt or dispute— 
not a fraud involving an examination of the votes 
or a review of the bailots, or any other issue where 
the result might be uncertain, or demanding care- 
ful inquiry or long delay. On the contrury, it was 
a bold and brazen forgery in the return of one pre- 
cinct, consisting of the alteration of figures by 
which a rightful and unquestioned Republican 
majority Was changed into a fraudulent Democratic 
majority. ‘ 

There is no doubt about the facts. The fraud was 
80 palpable and so giaring that no Democrat pre- 
tends to deny it. The perpetrators and the bene- 
ficiaries are silenced just as much as the forger 
who is caught in the very act of raising the figures 
of the check. The crime was so self-evident and 
so indefensible that when the House summarily 
ejected the chhimants who came with the furged 
credentials there was ready acceptance of the de- 
cisive act of purification as a matter of course and 
of rights. No man had the bardihood to extenuate 
the outrage on me ballot- box or to challenge the 
prompt measure by which the House purged itseif. 

The four Democratic usurpers in the Senate have 
no better title than the nine intruders in the 
House. But, with their sixteen regularly elected 
Democratic associates, they constitute a nominal 
majority, and they have set out to use their usurped 
power to maintain their stolen seats. The col- 
lision grows out of the decision of the Lieutenant- 
Governor presiding over the Senate, that they 


have no right to vote on the question of their own : 


title. Who shall venture to challenge the right- 
fulness of this decision? It is to be remembered 
that these four Senators appeared on one general 
ticket and stand on one return. 

It they came from different districts, with sepa- 
rate credentials, any three of them could vote to 
su ve the fourth. But as we understand it their 
cases cannot be treated separately. They ran on 
u common ticket, rest on a common return, and 
must stand or fall together. The right of one in- 
volves the rignt of all. It would be monstrous if 
they could steal their seats by a flagrant forgery 
and then hold them by their own fraudulent'votes. 
Because thé Lieutenant-Governor has properly 
decided that these usurpers cannot vote on their 
cases the Democrats have withdrawn from the 
rightful Senate and undertaken{to make a rump 
Senate of their own. They are impotent to ac- 
complish any legislative result. Their rump body 
will not be recognized by the Governor or by the 
other branch of the Legisiature. 

On the other hand. the seventeen Republicans 
meeting as the regular Senate are powerless for 
the time being, because they are not a quorum. 
While, with the four rightfully-elected members 
from Hamilton County, they would constitute a 
quorum anda majority, these four cannot be in- 
stalled in their seats, and no action can be taken 
untila quorum is secured. It is probable that 
some feusible solution will be reached. Thus far 
the Republicans are clearly right, and, while they 
should unfiinchingly maintain their rights, we hope 
they will not mar the rightfulness of their position 
by any precipitate or ul considered act. 


PROCEEDINGS AT DES MOINES. X 

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 27.—|Special.|—The 
General Assembly met in joint convention this 
afternoon and elected the following State offi- 
cers, who werein each case nominees of the Re- 
publican caucus: George W. Crosby, Warden 
Fort Madison Penitentiary; George E. Roberta, 
State Printer; A. S. Merchant, State Binder. 

In the House a bill was introduced to regu- 
late charges for the use of telephones, provid- 
ing that telephone companies should not 
charge individuals, firms, or corporations using 
one telepbone more tban $3 per month, and 
where individuals or firms use two or 
more instruments the charge shali not 
be more than $2.50 per month. It also 
provides that the charge of using telephones in 
conversation between two cities shall not ex- 
ceed 15 cents for the first five minutes, and 5 
cents for each additional five minutes. 

In the Senate a bill was introduced requiring 
foreign corporations doing business in the 
State to reincorporate here. This is what is 
known as the Sweeney bill.“ and is the same 
as that introduced in the last General Assem- 
biy by Senator Sweeney. 

A joint resolution was introduced in the 
Senate memorializing Congress in favor 
of the Hennepin Canal. Senator Clark 
introduced a bil for the appointment 
of three Police Commissioners in every city of 
40.000 population, woo should bave control of 


the police and have full power to enforce the 


penal laws. The Commissioners are to be ap- 
poiuted by the Goveraoor and serve for a term 
of three years. This system, it is intended, 
should be similar to that employed in Massa- 
cbusetts and Missouri. Senator Clark says he 
thinks his bill will pass the Legislature. It is 
designed wiib special reference to the enforce- 
ment of probibition, and gives the Governor 
power to remove as well as appoint 
these Commissioners. They are to be 
residents of the cities in which they are to 
serve, so that no town shall be deprived of 
local self-government. It is thought by the 
Probibitionists that with the police under con- 
trol ot Commissioners, and they subject to the 
Governor, the laws can be better enforced 
than 18 now the case under the rule of the 
Mayors. 

There was a good deal of amusement in the 
House today when: Representative Dabney, a 
Greenbacker from Madison County, introduced 
a resolution asking for a committee of three 
to investigate the Brown matter, no 
two of whom should de members of 
the same political party. Representative 
Weaver (Rep.) remarked that he hadn't sup- 
posed there were more than two parties in the 
House, to which Dabney replied with great 
vehemence, Les, sir; one man with God on 
his side is enough to make a party. 

Indeed,“ called out Lyon Rep.). this is 
the first time I ever heard a Greenbacker in- 
timate that the Lord was on bis side. 

When quiet was restored tne resolution was 
read. Itasks for a minute investigation of 
the financial cost of the Brown muddle. 
It wants tc know bow much money 
was paid to Gov, Sherman's attorney; how

clerks have drawn salaries for the time they 
were out of office, and if so, how much. With- 
out discussing the resolution at all it went 
over under the rules, and will be considered in 
special order tomorrow afternoon. 

The woman suffragists began operations to- 
day by introducing a bill granting municipal 
suffrage to women; also moving for a standwg 
committee on suffrage, which, if 
granted, will be for the first 
time in an lowa Legislature. They hope 
to get municipal suffrage granted at this — 
islaivre, and also start on its way an amen 
ment to the Constitution granting unlimited 
suffrage to women. The latter will bave to be 
passed upon by two Legislatures and then be 
— by popular vote before it can become 
a law. 

What is known as the ‘Mayors’ Local Op- 
tion bill” was introduced today by Senator 
Carson. It provides that cities of 4,000 popula- 


tion may license the sale of intoxicating liquors © 


or probibit it as the citizens may elect, 
but that no license shall be granted for less 
than $300 per annum. Although the recent 
manifesto of Mayor Vaughan of Council 
Bluffs invited the Mayors and all lovers of ber- 
sonal liberty to meet in this city today in mass 
convention, there were but two Mayors and a 
couple dozen lovers of personal liberty who 
put in an appearance. The Mayors’ Conven- 
tion, therefore, was composed of Vaughan of 
Council Bluffs, Magee of Sioux City, and 
Carey of Des Moines. They and their lovers 
of personal liberty propose to stay by their 
bill and argue it before the committee and try 
to get it through. The small attendance of 
lovers of personal liberty makes it doubtful 
whether the State generally is as entbusiastic 
over a low-license local option bill as is the 
Mayor of Council Biuffs. Most of them are 
Democrats, including Mayor Vaughan. 


A PARTICULARLY ACRIMONIOUS DEBATE. ° 

Aupany, N. V., Jan. 27.—[Special.|—The 
Senate Chamber bas not been the scene in 
years of a debate such as that which took 
place this morning. The differences between 
the Republican Senators and the seven 860- 
called Platt men, as well as the delicate mat- 
ters involved in the examination of the Broad- 
way Suriace Road and personai issues, gave to 
the debate a particular y acrimonious charac- 
ter. The discussion lasted for the whole ses- 
sion. The question at issue was Senatur Com- 
stock’s resolution for investigation dy the 
Railroad Committee into the a leged brib- 
ery in connection with the  Broad- 
way Surface Road franchise grant in 
New York. The Democrats held aloof 
from the debate, giving the fighting Repubiic- 
an factions a free tield. The lie was passed 
several times during the bitter discussion. The 
most exciting scene was when Senator Cogres- 
ball made a threat to make disclosures concern- 
ing Mr. Comstock’s action. 

It there can be any harm from a charge 
brought by Senator Coggesbalil defy him to 
make it at any time in a public manner. And 
furthermore, said Mr. Comstock, stepping 
across the Chamber and nearly in front of Mr. 
Coggeshall, **I g ve him fair notice that if he 
does do so [ shal! hoid Em responsibie for it io 
the courts, and shall not avail myeel! of the 
chance of evasion, as has Senator Coggeshall.”’

THE MISSISSIPPI LEGISLATURE. 

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 27.—|Special.}—In the 
House of Representatives a bill amendatory to 
the Railroad Supervision law was passsed. It 
provides that the Legislature shall select the 
Supervisors of Railroads for the next two 
years, ana thereafter the election shali be made 
by the people every four years. The appoint- 
ment of said Commissioners bas beretofore 
been in the bands of the Governor, and this 
bill was passed on his recommendation. 

The House bas been occupied ali day dis- 
cussing a bill to repeal the Agricultural Lien 
law. The bill provides for the repeai to take 
effect in Juiy, 1886, and a substitute has been 
offered to this providing for a lien on one-baif 
the crop for tbe years 1886 and 1887. The 
House seems to be equaily divided on the ques- 
uon.

A BOY AT RICHFIELD, ILL. SUPPOSED TO 
BE ATTACKED WITH GLANDERS—HORRORS 
OF THE DISEASE WHEN IT APPEARS IN 
MAN—NORTH SIDE TURNERS DECIDE TO 
EXCLUDE THE USE OF THE ENGLISH LAN- 
GUAGE—OTHER ITEMS. 

A telegram received last evening by Dr. J. 
H. Rauch, Secretary of the State Board of 
Healtk, stated that a mysterious disease sup- 
posed to be glanders bad appeared at Rich- 
field, Adams County, and that tne son of a 
farmer named Oliver Bebmeyer was tho 
victim. The boy has been taking care 
of horses which were condemned by 
Dr. Simpson, Assistant State Veterinarian, on 
account of their having the glanders, and at 
the same time he has been attending the pub- 
lic school. Dr. Rauch at once responded by 
ordering the boy taken from school, and will 
investigate the case thoroughly. 

Glanders in man, although probably exist- 
ing in isolated cases for a long period, was 
definitly outlined by Dr. N. H. Paaren, 
the State Veterinarian, in a case in 
Whiteside County in 1882, and since that date 
there have been four other cases in the State, 
three of which have been fatal. The discase 
is said to be one of the most frightful disor- 
ders that mankind is ever afflicted with, not 


excepting leprosy. Thus far no remedy has 
been discovered to overcome its ravages, once 
it has fastened on its victim, and death atter 
terrible suffering is the sole termination 
to it possible. One point, very im- 
portant in the present case, is 
the question whether or not it can be trans- 
mitted by contact. If itcan be the present 
outbreak may become a serious matter from 
tne boy's mingiing with other omidren at 
school, and considerable alarm is said to have 
been raised at Richfield on this account. 

The IIlinois Ra:lroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners bheid a special meeting yesterday to 
hear a complaint against the Chicago & East- 
eru Illinois, by Speilman & Co., coal-miners at 
Great Creek Station, near Danville, charging 
unjust discrimination in favor of a rival—the 
Great Creek mine—in that tne latter ts given 
switching facilities which were denied Spell- 
man &Co. These switching facilities, the lat- 
ter state, were taken from them at the instiga- 
tion of their rivals, and the expense incurred 
in reaching the cars at the station is claimed 
as the unjust discrimination. The Commis- 
sioners will hear from the railroad company 
and the rival mine today. 

The North Side Turners last nigbt dehated 
the question whether it would be advisable to 
admit the English language into the society 
on an equal footing with the German. The 
question bas been proposed by the Central 
Council of the North American Turners’ 
League. Philip Stein endeavored to show that 
in order to accomplish what the Turning soci- 
eties were organized for—the advancement of 
physical training—it was necessary to pull 
down the Chinese wall that surrounded them 
in the shape of by-laws probibiting the use of 
the English language in the societies. 
Anglo-Amerioans could thus gain admittance 
and become instrumental in extending the in- 
fluence of the societies over their associates 
and in introducing gymnastics in public 
schools. The other side, defended by H. H. 
Fick and Julius Vablteich, held that if other 
than Germans were admitted, and the Germans 
crowGed out, the German way and spirit that 
the organizers had intended should be fostered 
would be swept away, the pastime of gymnas- 
ties would die out in the country, and the ben- 
eficial influence that the societies could now ex- 
ert in shaping the spirit of the population would 
soon cease. The meeting decided by a large 
majority that it was not expedient to admit 
the English language. 

A weil-dressed boy, about 10 years of age, 
came into the store of the United States 
Clothing Company, at the corner of Halsted 
and Madison streets, last evening, and begyed 
for aid. He said that his parents bad both 
died last week, and be had no bome. The 
boy was taken to Despiaines Street Station by 
Officer O'Donnell. and wben questioned by Ser- 
weant Dutton persisted in his story. The Ser- 
geant did not believe him, however, and after 
a little threatening the child confessed that bis 
parents lived at No. 56 Tilden avenue; that his 
name was Nicbolo George; and that he had run 
away from home day before yesterday. 

Taere was about the same-sized audience 
last night in George Hankins’ gambling-room, 
No. 184 Clark street, as there was Monday 
night, when it was raided. That little inter- 
ruption does not seem to affect the business of 
the nouse in tne least. 

A decently-clad man about 35 years old, who 
from papers found on his person is supposed 
to have been Louis Fried of Cleveland, O., was 
run over by atrain on the Michigan Southern 
Railroad tracks near Twenty-fourth street and 
injured so severely that he died at the County 
Hospital, where be was taken.

The Storey will case was continued before 
Judge Rogers yesterday. Mr. Clinton A. Snow- 
den resumed the witness-stand, and testified 
that be was apvointed city editor of the Times 
in May, 1875, prior to which he had not a speak- 
ing acquaintance with Mr. Storey, who geuer- 
ally ignored the subordinate writers and issued 
his instructions to and received suggestions 
from the chiefs of departments. The will of 
Feb. 1, 1881, was handed to witness, and he was 
asked if he identified the pencil-marks upon 
the back. He replied that that was the writing 
of Mr. Storey. Another document was handed 
witness, who said that it was the willof August, 
1879, drawn by Mr. Storey himself, and attested 
by witness, Mr. Chamberlain, and Mr. Stridiron. 
He recalled the occasion of the signing of the 
will of 1879; he and Chamberlain as beads of 
departments paid their usual afternvon visit 
to Mr. Storey to consult with and report to 
bim. Mr. Storey handed them a document 
with the observation that they knew that to be 
his signature and he desired them to subscribe 
to it. Mr. Storey did not men tion the fact that 
the instrument was a will, but as witness 
signed it he recognized the fact from the 


phraseology. 

Judge Trembuli was about to read the will 
when Mr. Goudy recorded an objection, saying 
that the execution had not been proved and he 
did not consider it proper to assume that the 
matter was pertinent. 

Mr. Robbins, on the part of Mrs. Storey, said 
that the object in presenting the will was to 
strengthen the will under date of 1881, as the 
text was almost identical except so far as the 
marriage clause was concerned. The will of 
1879 was far more in favor of Mrs. Storey than 
the will ot 1881; therefore there could be no 
objection to baying it read. Mr. Goudy m- 
sisted that the will 1879, being in the writing of 
Storey, was not proof that he was. acquainted 
with the contents or provisions of the wil! in 
the handwriting of Mr. Trude and dated 
1881. If the opposition would produce a will 
made later than 1881, then it might show that 
the testator was familiar with the provisions. 
The earlier will said nothing about the man- 
agement of the Times by Mrs. Storey after ber 
husband’s death, whereas the will of 1881 did, 
and Mrs. Storey, be claimed, in inducing ber 
husband to sign the will of 1881 very artfully 
suppressed the fact and gave prominence to 
the clause about her marrying again. The 
management of the Times meant the gratifica- 
tion ot her ambition, and it would give her a 
social position. She might, Mr. Goudy said, 
well forego a second husband to enjoy such 
distinction. 

The court said that, having allowed other ev 
dence bearing upon the sanity question, he 
would allow the introduction of tho earl.er Will 
were it only a draft and not an execution. 

Judge Trumbull—As managing editor what 
room did you occupy? 

„»The room adjoining that of Mr. Storey; 
there was a door of communication between 
them. He was in my room several times each 
day, and we held conversations on matters of 
business. He received the mail and caused it 
to be distributed to the various editorial de- 
partments. -In July, 1881, he went to Green 
Lake. I visited him socially several times at 
bis house and dined with bim.“ 

MORE LETTERS. 

Judge Trumbull read several letters written 
by Mr. Storey to Mr. Snowden. One of them 
was as follows: 

“THE OAKWOOD,”’ GEEEN LAKE, DARTFORD, 
Wis., July 16, 1881.—My Dear Snowden: The papers 
of Sunday and Monday are simply immense—not in 
magnitude only, but in contents also. You have 
outdone yourself and probably the country. 1 
thank you. 

lam improving and have no doubt that when I 
leave here I shail be comparatively well. Never- 
theless, | am admonished that at present, at any 
rate, I shall not be able to do full duty at the 
office. But I have great confidence in yourself 
and the staff, and shall, temporarily, retire with 
cenfidence. I have also immense confidence in 
Mr. Patterson. My kind remembrance to all, and 
Delieve me, yours truly, W. F. STOREY. 

P. 8.—I can’t write with this steel pen. Mrs. 
Storey and Mrs. Rose send regards, Mrs. S. says 
she thinks the paper splendid.

Maj. John B. Hinman \testified that be was 
employed on the Times in the capacity of re- 
porter and city editor from June, 1875, to Au- 
gust, 1882. He described the daily conferences 
Mr. Storey had w.tb the editors of the various 
departments, to whom, after hearing sugges- 
tions, Mr. Storey issued his instructions. Wit- 
ness and he beld frequent conversations. 

Judge Trumbuli—Who had the general man- 
agement and control of the Times during the 
years you were there? 

Wilbur F. Storey.“

“Unquestionably; bis memory was a little 
defective towards the last, but upon any sub-

Joseph R. Dunlop testified that for a number 
of years he was employed as a reporter on the 
Times, and as city editor from July 24, 
1882, to the latter part of 1883. The 
physical condition of Mr. Storey in 1881 
was one of infirmity, as he walked 
with a cane, owing toa broken leg. “In Feb- 
ruary, March, and April, 1881.“ said the wit- 
ness, I judge that bis faculties were all clear 
and sound. Mr. Storey was the controlling 
mind in the management of the Times during 
the time 1 was connected with it.“ Witness 
was discharged by Mr. Dennett at the suggestion 
of Mr. Storey. Witness, under crosgs-examina- 
tion by Mr. Goudy, said that he wason good 
terms with Mrs. Storey; that he visits ber 
house, and bad expressed a hope that the pres- 
ent litigation wouid end in her favor. 


JUDGE OTIS. 

Judge Otis testified that he was 65 years of 
age, and had been well acquainted with Mr. 
Storey, whom he first met at the Democratic 
Convention in Cincinnati in 1856, upto the 
time of hisdeath, Aiterthe fire they lived 
only one block apart, and.trom 1872 to 1883 
witness visited Mr. Storey about once every 
six weeks when be waz in town. Witness saw 
Mr. Storey at Green Lake in July, 1881, every 
day fora week. One day Mr. Storey told him 
at Green Lake that be was going to execute a 
mortgage. His general bealth was quite fee- 
ble; he would walk out from his Green Lake 
cottage and talk with me about items of cur- 
rent news of interest and about tho nomina- 
tion and election of Garfie-d.’ In the spring 
ot 1881 he told witness that he bad executed a 
new will; that Mr. Trude bad drawn it: and be 
also mentioned the name of Mr. Patterson as 
one of the witnesses. 

Judge Trumbull—What was your opinion of 
his mental condition in 1881? 

* Feeble in body; cleur in wind. There was 
more conversation at the time he toid me of 
the execution of the will.“ 

Charles 8. Diebl, an agent of the Associated 
Press, testified that be bad been for some years 
a reporter, assistant city editor, and corre- 
spondent of the Times.

Union Bridge Works Company of this city and 
Athens, Pa., builders of the cant alever bridge 
across the Niagara River, has been awarded 
the contract for constructing a bridge in Au- 
Stralia across the Hawksberry River, some 
eighteen miles south of Sydney, New South 
Wales.

He served in the National Senate for twelve 
years, and was Acting President of the Unit- 
ed States for one day. Polk retired from of- 
fice at noon Sunday, March 4, 1849, and Tay- 
lor could not be inaugurated till Monday. 
Mr. Atchison, therefore, as President of the 
Senate, held the reins of Government until 
the inauguration had taken place. 


Tux annual report of the Civil-Service 
Commission of the State of New York says 
that the number of persons in the service of 
the State who have passed examinations is 
now 15,179. During the year 4,822 persons 
were examined and 2,725 appointed. The 
report asserts that the Civil-Service act has 
checked the practice of making political as- 
sessments, and the execution of the law is 
being carefully watched by the press and 
the people. 


Tue Election Commussioners still have a 
good deal of work to do. Including the 
Town of Lake there are 365 precincts, and 
for each of these there must be appointed 
five judges and clerks—1,825 in all. The ap- 
pointees must, in every instance, be men of 
good character, who can speak, read, and 
write the English language and have a know!l- 
edge of arithmetic. They must also be non- 
office-holding residents of the precinct for 
which they are chosen. All these men must 
be Selected by the board, be notified of their 
Beiection. and approved by the County Court 
at least thirty-five days: before the election. 
If they refuse to act they are liable to heavy

Gov. Murray of Utah has vetoed the bill 
giving absolute right of bail to all convicts 
except those held for murder in the first de- 
gree, pending appeals. Since the enforce- 
ment of the Edmunds law Judge Zane has 
generally refused bail to persons convicted of 
polygamy, pending appeal. The object of 
the Legislature was to break up this way of 
dealing with Mormon convicts, who always 
appeal, and would thereby often escape or 
delay punishment. 


SoME months ago Henry Clews and others, 
stockholders in the old First National Bank 
of this city, filed a bill here against the offi- 
cers and principal directors of the new bank 
asking that the reorganization of the bank be 
set aside and to compel an accounting con- 
cerning the value of the stock they held. 
Yesterday the principal defendants filed a 
lengthy answer, in which they claim that 
they were not obliged to take Clews 
into the new organization; that they 
purposely omitted giving the complainants 
any interest in the new company and that 
the complainants, by accepting their dividends 
and surrendering their stock in the old bank, 
ratified the sale to the new organization, and 
cannot object at this late day. 


Tue Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce 
has recently been called on to decide a point 
of considerable importance to grain men 
throughout the Northwest. It turns on the 
question whether or not the buyer of a re- 
ceipt for grain in a country warehouse can 
compel the party who issued it to make good 
the grade ata terminal point. Some of the 
elevator companies guarantee to deliver the 


State law gives to the official inspector con- 
trol over grades at the terminal points only. 
In the case which has come up for trial the re- 
celpt was given for No. 1 Northern wheat, 
which is required to weigh not less than 
fifty-seven and one-half pounds, while the 
grain delivered only weighed fifty-six pounds, 
and was frosted besides.

THE SECRETARY OF STATE AND 
THE NEUTRALITY FUND. 

The convenient use made by Mr. Bayard 
of a portion of the secret-service fund in- 
trusted to his disbursement, if the rumor 
that comes from Washington be true, is in 
gross and double violation of law. 

Soon after the advent of the present Ad- 
ministration, late in March or early in April 
of last year, Dr. Francis Wharton, formerly 
of Cambridge, then of Philadelphia, was 
tendered by Mr. Bayard the position of 
Examiner of Claims and Solicitor for the De- 
partment of State. The offer was known 
and discussed at the time, and there was 
some speculation as to whether or not so 
eminent and accomplished a scholar and author 
would accept a position of such apparent 
minor importance and at so small a salary as 
that fixed by law—namely: $3,500. The 
latter consideration was understood to be the 
weightier one with Dr. Wharton, who is not 
a rich man, and who at that time had just 
relinquished a residence of many years in 
Cambridge, Mass., and taken a house in 
Philadelphia with the intention of remaining 
there permanently. After a short delay, 
however, he decided to accept the position, 
as it was commonly reported at Washington, 
on trial—to remain if he should find it 
attractive and congenial or to retire if he 
should find it otherwise, Nothing more was 
heard on the subject of salary, and no in- 
crease, of course, has since been authorized 
by law, for Congress has not even yet formu- 
lated the appropriation bill. The intimation 
now is that the increase of compensation was 
provided for by the Secretary of State from 
what is known as the ‘neutrality fund,” 
appropriated for the secret service of his 
department. The money appropriated under 
that title is specifically designed to be used 
whenever the occasion may arise in the em- 
ployment of extraordinary measures for the 
preservation of the neutrality rights of the 
United States and in defraying other expenses 
incident thereto, and it cannot lawfully be 
used for any other purpose. 

The salary fixed as appertaining to the of- 
fice of Examiner of Claims and Solicitor for 
the Department of State can be, lawfully, 
neither augmented nor diminished without 
action by Congress, and obviously no officer 
of the United States can by law be paid two 
salaries for performing the duties of one of- 
fice, since, unless specially authorized by 
statute, he cannot be paid two salaries from 
the Government exchequer for performing 
the duties of two offices. It is intimated, 
however, that Dr. Wharton is, and has been, 
paid at the rate of $8,000 a year by reason of 
his appointment to his present office, the sum 
being made up of the $3,500 provided for by 
law as his salary, and paid by the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and of $4,500 taken for the 
purpose from the neutrality fund by the Sec- 
retary of State. The law provides that the 
expenditure of money appropriated for the 
secret service shall be subject to the direction 
of the President, limited only by the pur- 
poses defined in each subdivision of the 
whole, and the accounts thereof are held sep- 
arate and secret. There is therefore no pos- 
sibility of establishing by absolute actual 
proof the truth of ‘this report; but the cir- 
cumstantial evidence would suffice to convict 
one charged with a crime in a court of law. 

Dr. Wharton, who is believed to be ignorant 
of the method by which his salary was in- 
creased, accepted and has retained the posi- 
tion, has taken a house In Washington in the 
heart of the West End, and lives there after 
a manner that does not imply insufficiency of 
income. The public record of Mr. Bayard is 
the property of the country. The third gen- 
eration of successful political manipulators 
in his own State, his lion’s share in the 
scheme by which half or more than half the 
people of Delaware were practically disfran- 
chised, and which resulted in his continu- 
ance in the Senate as the representative for 
many years of an apochryphal majority, en- 
titles him to equal rank with either of his 
predecessors. ‘‘ Wiser in his own conceit 
than seven men that can render a reason,’’ he 
has repeatedly exhibited a peculiar facility 
for withdrawing himself into infelicitous po- 
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same grade, while others do not, and the 


sitions aloof from the laws, and, steeped in 


the arrogance of high office, he has alienated 
many of his former close political and per- 
sonal friends. It is not improbable that he 
who did not hesitate to make a public specta- 
cle of himself as the champion of Citizen 
Keiley has been willing to stram a point” 
for a friend who has thé fortune to retain 
his fickle good will, since the latter object of 
his official solicitation is a much higher order 
of man, and the chance of inconvenience 
arising from active contempt of the law in- 
definitly remote. Let us have the truth. 


“CHESTNUT” AS TO YARD- 
STICKS. 

The cant argument of the monometallists, 
brought forward on every occasion and dwelt 
on with abominable iteration, is the declara - 
tion against having two yardsticks.” Be- 
yond all question this is the veritable ‘‘ chest- 
nut” in the current discussion of the silver 
problem. Of course no one is in favor of two 
yardsticks, since the present measure of length 
is non-fluctuating and remains precisely the 
same whether the supply of three-foot sticks 
de great or small. A yardstick which is not 
subject in any appreciable degree to expansion 
or contraction furnishes an ideal measure of 
length and leaves nothing more to be de- 
sired. Whether the times be good or bad 
the yardstick tells the same story, 
and if any _ injustice is done either 
buyer or seller it arises from other causes 
than a defect in the measure of length. But 
if the yardstick were made of elastic material 
and tended to expand or contract, so that be- 
tween the making and the performance of an 
agreement the entire bargain would be 
changed by the shortening or lengthening of 
the yard, it is highly probable that there 
would be a demand for a better measure. If 
one kind of yardstick had a chronic tendency 
to contract it might be necessary to offset and 
counterbalance its defects by supplying an- 
other that would tend to expand. If the ex- 
panding and contracting materials could be 
used in the same stick so as to equalize each 
other the problem could be solved with the 
use of a single yardstick, but otherwise there 
might be a legitimate demand for two in 
order to get a fair average between them. 
The yardstick now in use gives universal sat- 
isfaction because it does not contract or ex- 
pand on account of any inherent defect or 
any changes in the supply or demand, and 
this is the precise reason why the cant yard- 
stick illustration has no application to the 
monetary measure of value. If the length 
of a yard depended on the number of yard- 
sticks in existence, as the value of gold de- 
pends on the supply of it, there would be 
more sense in the comparison. The precious 
metals lack the invariability of value which 
makes the yardstick so satisfactory, and no 
argument drawn from the merits of the one 
can cover the defects of the other. 

In respect to a monetary standard the com- 
pensating pendulum furnishes a much better 
i‘lustration than the yardstick. The clock- 
maker being forced to deal with antagonistic 
forces makes the metals counterbalance and 
compensate for each other, the resuit being 
equality of tension and perfect time. Now 
it may readily be conceded that if it were the 
sole function of money to measure value it 
would be impossible to make one metal off- 
set the defects of the other, but there is a 
third factor in the matter, and it will always 
cover a considerable margin between gold and 
silver. Money is not only a measure of 
value, but it furnishes an equivalent, at a 
fixed rate, for all other kinds of property. A 
cheap metal coined into money and made a 
legal-tender possesses a distinct value over 
and above its worth as merchandise, Its 
quality as a legal-tender brings it into spe- 
cial demand for the payment of debts, and so 
long as the supply of cheaper money is un- 
equal to the call for it there can be no diffi- 
culty in keeping it at par. For this plain rea- 
son the value of the silver dollar is much 
greater as money than as merchandise, and 
it will so continue as long as the supply is 
not equal to the demand for the purposes of 
debt-paying. The legal-tender quality affords 
the means for bringing the two metals together 
and bridging over a considerable difference 
in their intrinsic value. The peculiar func- 
tion of money as an equivalent for other 
property and a legal-tender in payment 
of debts makes it possible to keep silver and 
gold coins on an equality, notwithstanding 
a considerable difference in their value as 
merchandise, All that is necessary is to keep 
the cheaper metal within the demand for it, 
and the one can then be used to offset and 
control the fluctuations of the other. 

The chatter abeut ‘‘ 80-cent dollars” gdes 
on in face of the fact that every sane person 
in the United States knows that as money 
silver is precisely equal togold. The parrot- 
like cry about ‘‘two yardsticks” betrays a 
similar incapacity to appreciate the self-evi- 
dent fact that money is not merely a measure 
of value but a legal-tender and an equivalent 
for all other kinds of property. Henry Ward 
Beecher revamped the yardstick fallacy a 
short time ago, and, after having quite a 
run“ in the East, it has appeared in the

West, and is now raging in the political clubs 


of Chicago like an epidemic of chicken-pox. 
It has little currency among the people, how- 
ever, and they are quick to recognize it as a 
“chestnut” in point of age and a fallacy 
with absurdity on its face.

THE CONTROLLER“ S REPORT. 

The report submitted by the Controller to 
the City Council Monday night brings once 
more into prominence the burning desire of 
heads of departments and eivie boards to in- 
crease at the public expense the number of 
the employés over whom they have imme- 
diate charge. The perpetual Aldermen and 
office brokers have been urging the claims of 
their friends. Every department demands 
an increased force, The Superintendent of 
Police asks for 151 additional men and vro- 
poses to increase the salaries of 225 others. 
He demands a gross total of $1,248,325 for 
his department. It will be remembered that 
300 men were added thereto about a year ago. 
The people of Chicago will wish to see 
greater efficiency exhibited by this already 
large force before they will again be cheer- 
fully taxed for its increase. Perhaps if this 
department had been more assiduous in aid- 
ing in amy ee of the city revenue the 
demand tor an increase would be acquiesced 
in. Controller Gurney, however, is so con- 
vinced that the Superintendent’s estimates are 
extravagant that he has cut them down to 
$1,096,000, lopping off $150,000. The item 
of increase in the Health Department which 
will strike one as most peculiar is that in 
scavenger teams. The Mayor and the Com- 
missioner of Health have tacitly admitted 
that if the scavenger teaming, which seems 
to be an Aldermanic perquisit, were proper- 
ly done the present force would suffice. Why 
would it not be better, then, to try to get the 
Scavenger contractors to do honest work? 
The Controller is clearly of opinion that some 
such money-saving plan should be adopted by 
the department, as he has reduced the esti- 
mates $80,000, the amount which the extra 
tean.3 and employés would cost. 

The Anglo-Bengalee Harrisonian Board of 
Education’s estimates, as might be antici- 


(20 
per cent) by Mr. Gurney. He points out 
that this department has now $1,600,000 to 
its credit—a sum nearly equal to last year’s 
entire appropriations. He naturally argues 
that the board can get along with $1,427,000 
taxes in addition to the $320,000 received 
from other sources this yeer. The Council 
will probably agree with him. 

It must be noted in connection with these 
extravagant estimates that the total amount 
that can be obtained by taxation for city pur- 
poses, in addition to the license revenue, is 
but $4,522,657. The amount asked against 
this sum by the departments is $5,650,967— 
that is to say, over $1,100,000 more than can 
be raised. And but for the High-License law, 
which the City Administration fought so bit- 
terly, there would be lacking over $2,000,000 
to satisfy the clamor of the greedy depart- 
ments. 

The Council will be constrained by the 
beneficent tax-limitation provision to accept 
the Controller's reduced estimates, save for 
the School and Library Department, or in- 
crease the license fee or make greater efforts 
to secure the honest collection of city reve- 
nue. In any case, the Council will have to 
economize, and this will be a useful disci- 
pline for the Aldermen. It must be pleas- 
ant for taxpayers to remember that even 
the present Council cannot greatly increase 
their tax burdens, and that under the new 
law there is a good prospect for the election 
of a Council that will see to it that the city’s 
revenues are honestly collected and admin- 
istered.

WESTERN OPPOSITION TO THE LOW- 
ELL BILL. 

Just in the degree that Chicago merchants 
and business-men make a careful examina- 
tion of the so-called Lowell Bankruptcy bill 
the opposition to it appears to be substan- 
tially unanimous. The need of a uniform 
system of bankruptcy is generally conceded, 
and as the Lowell bill was introduced to the 
public under an imposing title and strongly 
indorsed in the East there was for some time 
a disposition to regard its enactment as de- 
sirable. The Lowell bill was thought to be 
sanctified because it came from Boston, It 
was not supposed that in the matter of 
bankruptcy proceedings there could be any 
great difference in the interests of the East 
and the West. A close examination of the 
Lowell bill shows that it will be in substance 
a reénactment of the old bankruptcy system 
which was swept away in response to a gen- 
eral demand for its repeal. Itis not easy to 
see why this measure should be receiving 
such favorable consideration in Congress and 
warm advocacy in the East, unless it is that 
the Eastern collection agencies think it will 
be an advantage to hold the threat of bank- 
ruptey over Western merchants in forcing 
them to make prompt payment of debts. 

In the matter of saving expense and secur- 
ing a large portion of the assets for creditors 
the Lowell bill would supply a system sev- 
eral degrees worse than the old one. It 
would establish an elaborate course of pro- 
ceedings and a staff of bankruptcy officials 
with a liberal allowance of salaries, fees, and 
perquisits. No plausible statement has been 
made to show that under the Lowell bill 
bankruptcy proceedings would be less expen- 
sive than heretofore, and the composition 
features of the act are much less rigorous 
than the o!d law previous to 1874. Before 
that time all inso!vents were required to pay 
at least 30 cents on the dollar, and when that 
restriction was swept away law became 
generally odious. A second discharge 
was not granted unless the bank- 
rupt paid 70 cents on the dollar, 
but the Lowell bill makes no such re- 
quirements, and under it an insolvent could 
be released for the second or third time with- 
out paying a single dividend. A debtor can 
escape all punishment for making a prefer- 
ence by having it ‘‘ restored”’ to the assignee. 
Such a system ot bankruptcy could hardly be 
a benefit to any portion of the country, and 
it is certainly not wanted in the West. If 
the old law is to be restored it would be bet- 
ter, as was suggested by Gen. Smith in the 
discussion before the Union League Club, to 
reénact it in the same words, so that there 
would be no delay in having its provisions 
construed and applied by the courts. The 
Lowell bill changes the old system just 
enough to make certain thata number of test 
cases would have tw be taken through all the 
courts before the law could be regarded as 
settled. | 

Aside from rascally debtors, collection 
agencies, bankruptcy lawyers and officials 
there is no demand for a reéstablishment of 
the old system. If the Lowell bill has ad vo- 
cates outside of these classes it must be be- 
cause they fail to understand that the meas- 
ure is substantially the same as the act of 
1867. Business-men generally favor a uni- 
form bankruptcy law, but it should be one 
that would deal rigorously with dishonest 
debtors, denying them a release in all cases 
of fraud, breach of trust, collusion, or false 
pretenses. Lenient treatment should be re- 
served for cases where the failure is clearly 
owing to misfortune. The only bankrupt 
law desired in the West is one that, while 
dealing fairly with unfortunate debtors, will 
punish fraud severely, induce weak traders 
to stop business before becoming deeply in- 
volved, and secure creditors the largest possi- 
ble payment of their debts. The merit of a 
bankrupt law is in securing these results and 
not merely in furnishing collection .agencies 
a threat to hold over the heads of all classes 
of debtors. 
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THE TORY DEFEAT. 

The defeat of the Tory Ministry was a de- 
liberate act on their own part. Lord Salis- 
bury prepared the. way for it by giving notice 
beforehand that the Government would in- 
troduce a bill to suppress the Irish National 
League. This removed the last hope of 
an alliance with the Parnellites. Mr. Par- 
nell having withdrawn his motion to give the 
debate on the Queen's speech precedence 
over the proposed bill, Mr. Collings moved to 
amend the address by an expression ot re- 
gret that it contained no provision for the re- 
lief of agricultural sufferers by the allot- 
ment of land, and on this side issue the Min- 
istry was defeated. Under the circumstances 
it was the wisest step the Tories could take. 
On such a radical measure as the proposed 
bill they would have been defeated, and they 


measure of relief which the latter could have 


ranks and load the responsibility upon Mr. 
Gladstone’s shoulders, with the prospect in 
view that he will be unable to unite his party 
on any measure that will be satisfactory to 
the Parnellites, and that the question will 
then be taken direct to the people. 

As the game now stands it was in the 
power of Lord Salisbury to dissolve Parlia- 
ment atonce and appeal to the country on 
the issue of the unity of the Empire, which 
might have brought the Tories back with a 
majority, or let the Liberals come into power 
and give Mr. Gladstone a chance to solve the 
problem. Lord Salisbury has chosen the 
latter alternative. The existence of the 
Gladstone Government now will depend upon 
its ability to suggest a measure of home rule 
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Parnellites and to the Liberals. If the former 
remain in their present temper and insist upon 
their extreme demands it must inevitably 
split the Liberals in twain, and thus insure 
Mr. Gladstone's defeat and bring about the 
same result of an appeal to the people. He 
has got the Irish vote in his pocket for the 
present, but the Liberal vote is an uncertain 
quantity. It depends upon the securities he 
has offered the Parnellites for their support. 
If he brings in a bill for an independent 
local Parliament for Ireland—which would 
be a long step towards the dismember- 
ment of the Empire—it would certainly 
be defeated,. Mr. Gladstone would dis- 
solve Parliament, and the Tories would 
go to the people with the cry that the Em- 
pire was in danger. 
fore, seem to be much hope that Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Government, if he should be able to 
form one, will be very long lived. Among 
all the comments made by the English press 
that of the Standard seems to be the most 
pertinent. It says: Either England and 
Ireland will be torn apart or we shall wit- 
ness a succession of short-lived Administra- 
tions and a consequent. weakening of action 
of the Executive, both at home and abroad, 
and a shock to representative institutions 
that will leave its traces for many a day.” 

In all this uncertainty there is but one 
thing that is clear and unmistakable. Amid 
all these complicated moves on the chess- 
board by the Tory and Liberal leaders the 
policy of the Parnell phalanx remains un- 
changed. If they do not obtain home rule 
the fight must goon. If the people should 
return the Tories to power they will govern 
lreland by coercion, or attempt to do 80, 
with the Parnellites stronger than e. e 
in the House of Commons and .able to upset 
Ministries at their sovereign pleasure, Con- 
stant confusion, obstruction, and disorder 
will be the rule. The Tories may gain in 
strength, but the Parnellites will gain in pro- 
portion. The embarrassments of another 
Tory Government will be as great as those 
of the one just defeated, and there will be 
no way out of them except by the inaugura- 
tion of measures so cvercive as to bring 
down upon England the indignation of the 
civilized world. Her injustice to Lreland is 
likely to bear bitter fruit. 


“THE THREE ACRES AND A COW” 
IDEA. 

The adoption of Mr. Jesse Collings’ reso- 
lution by the British House of Commons 
marks a new epoch in British politics. It is 
the beginning of the ascendency of Radicals 
of republican tendencies in England’s Par- 
liament, and is the first definit acceptance of 
the doctrine of State Socialism for England. 

Mr. Collings is the chief lieutenant of Mr. 
Chamberlain, but in the matter of State 
Socialism is perhaps in advance of his leader. 
His advocacy of his peculiar views has sub- 
jected him during the progress of the recent 
electoral campaign in Great Britain to very 
strong criticism on the part of the London 
Liberal journals. The radical Pall Mail 
Gazette held him up to ridicule, and he found 
few advocates exceptin the-provincial towns. 
Mr. Chamberlain defended his faithful fol- 
lower with ability, and, as it appears, with 
success, as the division in the House 
of Commons Tuesday night proves. 
The Radical leader, in a speech 
at Inverness a few months ago, replying to 
Lord Hartington’s charge that the allotment 
scheme (the principle of which has now been 
affirmed by tha party to which the Whig 
nobleman nominally belongs) was confisca- 
tion, said:. When I speak of confiscation, I 
„do wish that landlords would exercise a 
little reciprocity. When public rights 
are invaded, when rights of way and roads 
that have been open within the memory of 
„living men are barred and blocked, and 
‘* when a whole country which has been free 
to every comer for countless generations is 
‘*barred and fenced against all intruders in 
order to promote the sport of a few selfish 
individuals, then I ask myself whether the 
policy of confiscation has not proceeded far 
enough, and whether the people alone are 
„to be robbed with impunity?” A theft 
should not be condoned, he went on, because 
it had escaped detection for some time. Res- 
titution in some shape should be made, This 
in effect was Mr. Chamberlain’s view: The 
claim of the landlords to absolute proprietor- 
ship of the soil has only sprung up within 
100 years, Land was conferred by the State 
on the owners for the public good. It was 
first conferred in return for military or naval 
services rendered by the landlord and his re- 
tainers. In time the cost of such service has 
been transferred from the landlords to the 
people, The latter should be restored to 
some of their lost rights even if the State 
should bear the expense of doing so. 

The principle of the allotment idea being 
now affirmed as to the mode: of restitution, 
the details come to be considered. Mr. 
Chamberlain would have power conferred on 
local authorities, such as County Boards, 
elected on a popular suffrage basis, and 
Town Councils, to take land compulsorily at 
its fair value for the purpose of letting it in 
small holdings to the now landless agri- 
cultural laborers at a moderate rental, the 
Government to advance the purchasing price. 
The rent should be fixed by an impartial 
tribunal. It is not surprising that sucha 
scheme should meet strong opposition from 
the Tory and Whig landlords, It is surpris- 
ing that it should have received such a large 
support from the Liberal party as at. present 
coustituted—for the landlord element is yet 
strongly represented in the Liberal camp. 
The power of Hodge” is being recognized, 
and his demand for the three acres and a 
cow ” seems now possible of realization. 

The opposition of some leading Whigs to 
the scheme is easily understood, but will 
have little effect, Hartington, Grey, Elliot, 
and Woodhouse are heirs of four landlord 
Peers—Devonshire, Grey, Minto, and Kim- 
berley.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 27.—|Special.|—In 
the historical chamber now occupied by the 
Philadelphia City Council, ana where the de- 
liberations of the first American Congress 
were held, a notable meeting in furtherance 
of the cause of Irish iegisiative independ- 
ence took place today. It was not 
a meeting of Irishmen and Irish- 
Americans alone. Men of half a dozen differ- 
ent nationalities participated and seconded the 
moral support of their presence by substantial 
aid from their purses. There was a very lib- 
eral list of subscriptions, $5,500 being realized. 
More than 100 of the most prominent office- 
bolders and citizens of Philadelphia signified 
their sympathy for Ireland by replying in per- 
son to the call of the Municipal Council of the 
Irish Na al League of America. Mayor 
Smith was calied to the chair, and in 
the course of a strongly anti-English 
speech he said: “I feei it incumbent 
on me not only to express my gratification at 
seeing such an assembly gathered here in 
such a cause, but to assure you on behalf of 
the people of the City of Brotherly Love that 
the cause of Ireland will be sustained, 
substantially as well as morally. 
The city in which was written 
the Declaration of American Independence is 
an appropriate place from which to put forth 
assistance to those struggling for a rightful 
cause in a distant land.” 

Speeches were made by Charles Emery Smith, 
editor of the Press, and many leading citizens, 
at the end of which checks and money amount- 
ing to $5,500 were handed to the Secretary. 
Other subscriptions were promised. 


THE TROUBLED EAST. 
THE GREEKS EXCITED—TURKEY, BULGARIA, 
AND SERVIA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 27.—|Via Mackay- 
Bennett Cable to The Tribune.}—News from 
Greece and Crete continues to cause intense 
excitement. From a high official source I 
hear that the rumor of a Cretan insurrection is 
unfounded, but it may become true at any mo- 
ment, and the Porte is straining every nerve 
to meet eventualities. An insurrection in 
Crete would supply a safety-valve for Greek 
enthusiasm, so rudely checked by Lord Salis- 
bury and Mr. Gladstone. The immediate dis- 
patch of the Turkish ultimatum to Athens will 
be followed by the dispatch of a fleet of Turk- 
ish ironciads to Salonica unless a satisfactory 
answer is received by Sunday. A note to this 
effect was sent to the Powers last night. Mean- 
while the ironclads are being provisioned for 
three months, and will receive powder tomor- 
row. They will be held ready to start at an 
instant’s notice. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 27.—The inhabitants 
of the Island of Crete, three-fourths of whom 
are Greeks, are exeited over the 
prospect of the arrival of a Greek 
squadron. There are only two Turkish 
ironciads in Cretan waters, and they are sta- 
tioned in Suda Bay. They would be unable 
to risist the progress of a Greek fleet. The 
Turkish yarrison on the island numbers 10,000 
men. 

M. Tzanowthe, Bulgarian Foreign Minister, 
is negotiating with the Porte for a com- 


plete union of Bulgaria and East- 
ern Roumelia with one Legislature 
and administration for both. The Porte is 


friendly to the scheme, and an early settiement 
of the question is expected. The Turkish 
and Bulgarian troops on the frontier are on 
the best of terms and fraternize. 

Thirty thousand Martini rifles from America 
have been forwarded to the front. The fleet is 
taking on board three mouths' provisions anda 
lurge supply of ammunition. 

VIENNA, Jan. 27.—The Greek Governmert 
recently bought the steamer Hammonia for 
conversion into a man-oi-war. Germany ob- 
jected to the purchase, which was consequently 
anoulled. 

An order from the Greek Goverrment for 
1,200 borses bas been received in Trieste. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 27.—The Novosti says 
that England's action in regard to Greece is 
merely a pretext for sending a fleet to Turkish 
waters. 

SOPHIA, Jan. 27.—M. Rhongabe, the Greek 
Consu! here, has returned to Greece. His re- 


turn is attributed to the critical situation in 


that country. 

The Ottoman and Bulgarian delegations 
have started for Bucharest to attend the peace 
negotiations. Bulgaria insists upon a 
war indemnity. The Servians are  vigor- 
ously fortifying between Nissa and Pirot. The 
inhabitants living on the frontier have been 
ordered to withdraw into the interior, as it is 
expected that war will be renewed in spite of 
the armistice. Servian troops are massing on 
the frontier and erecting earthworks.

A RIOT IN FRANCE. 
STRIKING MINERS KILL ONE OF THEIR 
BOSSES—THE TROOPS CALLED OUT. 

Paris, Jan. 27.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.]—A strike attended with seri- 
ous disorders bas broken out in the mining dis- 
trict of Decazeville, Department of Aveyron, 
in the soutb of France, and is creating great 
excitement among the working classes through- 
out the country. At6 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing knots of miners stood sulleuly about the 
streets and refused to descend into the m nes. 
They demanded the dismissal of M. Watrin, a 
sub-director, who, they said, had prevent- 
ed their getting an increase of wages. 
Upward of 2,000 miners, headed by a 
deputation, then marched to the house 
of M. Watrin. The deputation entered and 
found Watrin in bed. They awakened him and 


No; never in the presence ot threats! The 
eputation then withdrew, but before Watrin 
had time to dress the mob broke into the 
house, rushed into his bedroom, seized him, 
dragged him in bis dressing-gown and stocking- 
feet into the street, shouting; A mort Wat- 
rin! Kill him! Kull him! Kill all capitalists!" 
In the struggle Watrin managed to 
escape into a friend’s house, which 
was instantly bombarded with stones, and ali 
the windows were smashed. As the mob was 
about to set fire to the house Watrin jumped 


Far ne him to resign at once. Watrin said:

onto a window-sill and tried to make a speech 
to pacify the rioters. Before he could open 
his mouth he was hit on the bead with a sharp 
stone and fel) into the street, breaking bis leg. 
The mob trampled upon him, kicked him, and 
jumped with their thick mining boots on his 
stomach- until death freed him from agony. 
Fortunately the prompt arrival of 800 
infantry of the line from Rodez prevented 
further mischief. Just as tne troops brought 
their rifles to their shoulders and were about 
to fire the mob shouted: ‘We have got all we 
want; we have killed that canaille of a sub. 
director, We are now ready to disperse and 
go about our work.“ The mob then quietly 
melted away. This evening small groups are 
sitting about the cabaros drinking wine and 
singing the Marseiliaise.” Norenewal of the 
outbreak is threatened, but the event. has 
caused the greatest excitement. 


A BRUTAL PROVOST MARSHAL, 
HE PROLONGS THE AGONIES OF CONDEMNED 

PRISONERS IN ORDER TO TAKE THEIR 

PHOTOGRAPHS. 

LONDOR, Jan. 27.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
le to The Tribune. — The Provost Marsnal at 
Mandalay has had lately to superintend the 
execution ot numbers of Burmese Dacolts. 
Not content with having them shot 
down in an ordinary business fashion 
the Provost Marshal, who has a morbid 
taste for amateur photography, has on 
several occasions. added unspeakable torture 
to bis victims’ death-pargs by delaying the in- 
terval between orders to present and fire”’ 
long enougn to allow him to take two or three 
negatives with the camera he carries about 


with bim. He pleads scientific interest 
as an excuse for bis barbarity, 
but so far de bas nothing even 


scientific to show in self-defense, for, being a 
poor hand at photography, his attempts to fix 
the horror and anguish of violent death on his 
negatives have been abortive.e The Provost 
Marshal's methods were so leisurely that the 
absence of results is surprising. Having had 
the prisoners drawn up in line against the 
wall, he would station the firing platoon before 
them and get the camera into position and 
calmly prepare his plates. The officer command- 
ing the soldiers was instructed not to give the 
fatal signal till the plate was exposed. Thus the 
most interesting negatives were obtained at 
the very moment of the prisoner's death agony. 
On one occasion be varied his scientific sports 
by extorting evidence against the Burmese 
Minister from a native named Woognet 
by threatening him with execution. 
Five Dacoits had been shot in 
Woognet’s presence. He himself was 
then placed against the wall. The platoon was 
ordered to level their guns at bim, and he was 
thus cowed into making the desired statements, 
after the fashion which prevailed in the Tower 
of London in the sixteenth century. 
The British Commissioner declined to act 
on such evidence. The Provost Marshal's 
brutality so exasperated the English and native 
spectators that it was only the presence of 
troops which prevented the attempt to lynch 
uim in deference to the indignant protests. A 
rigid inquiry bas been ordered, and this mod- 
ern inquisitor will take no more negatives. 
The new Government will undoubtedly rigidly 
inquire into the facts. It is no wonder the 
Times correspondent was ordered away from 
camp. 


THREE LOST AERONAUTS. 
THE BALLOON LE FUGITIF BELIKRVED TO 
HAVE BEEN DESTROYED IN A GALE. 

Brest, Jan. 27.— [Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—It is now believed as 
certain that the balloon Le Fugitif has been 
destroyed ina recent gale, and, that the three 
aeronauts—Aime Girod, a musical composer, 
Jules Renaud, the baritore once attached toa 
theatre in New York, and Dubois Carroul— 
have perished. Le Fugitif was last seen 
Saturday circling over Brest in a gale of 
wind. The aeronauts made frantic efforts 


to land and they threw overboard all the ob- 


jects in the car—carpet-bags, overcoats, rugs, 
shoes, watches, and instruments. Just as the 
balloon descended nearly fifty yards from the 


‘yround a sudden gust whisked it seawards and 


out of sight. A Russian steamer now arrived 
reported that Sunday six miies off Brest it 
passed a wrecked bailoon and car answering 
exactly to the description of Le Fugitif. 
Soarcely any bope remains that the aeronauts 
have not perished.

A BLOODY AFFAIR. 


Mexicans Fire on United States 
Troops—Capt. Crawford Killed 
Five Greasers Also. 


The Explanations Offered by the At- 
tacking Party—Chief Geronimo 
to Come In, 


Chief Nana and Several Other Indians 
Now Held by Our Soldiers as 
Hostages,

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 27,—A telegram 
was received at the Presidio today from Fort 
Bowie, Ari., signed by Gen. Crook, giving the 
contents of a dispatch received by the latter 
from Lieut. Maus, dated Nocori, Sonora, Mex., 
Jan. 2. It states that the troops under Capt. 


Crawford, Jan. II. surrounded and attacked an 
Indian 


camp fifty miles southeast of 
Nocori. A two hours’ running fight took 
place. A number of Indians were wounded 


but all escaped. The hostiles sent word that 
they wished to hold aconference. While the 
troops were in camp awaiting the time fixed 
for the conference they were attacked dy 154 
Mexican soldiers. Efforts were made to let 
them know that the troops were Americans and 
friends, and Capt. Crawford and Lieut. 
P. Maus advanced to talk with them, 
when a volley was fired. Capt. Crawford 
was shot in the bead, and Mr. Horn, the inter- 
preter, was slightly wounded in the left arm. 
The Mexican fire was partiy returned by the 
scouts of Capt. Crawford's command, but it 
was Only sufficient to keep them at a distance. 
The firing lasted half an hour, when Lieut. 
Maus succeeded in having a talk with the of- 
cer in command of the Mexicans, their Captain 
having been killed. He was told that the 


— 5 taken for hostiles, owing to 
the darkness, e Mexicans signed a pa 
that effect. ” casos: 
The loss to the Americans by the unfortunate 
affair was Capt. Crawford, mortally wounded; 
Mr. Horn, chief of scouts, and two Indians 
Slightig wounded, and another severely 
wounded. The Mexican loss was four killed 
and five wounded. In the telegram sent by 
Lieut. Maus of this affair be said he believed 
the Mexicans expected to drive the Americaus 
off with their overwhelming force and secure 
their camp and effects. Capt. Crawford died 
Jan. 18, during the march to Nocori, where he 
was buried. He was unconscious until nis 
death. Lieut. Maus chen assumed command. 
While the troops were en route to Nocori, 
two squaws entered the camp, through whom 
arrangements were made by Lieut. Maus fora 
conference with two bucks of the hostile band. 
This ended by Chief Nana and one buck, 
the wife and child of both Geronimo and 
Natchez, the sister of Geronimo, one boy, and a 
woman being given as hostages to Lieut. 
Maus for the observance of peace until Gero- 
nimo meets Gen. Crook, with whom he ex- 
pressed a wish to have a talk. The meeting 
between Crook and Geronimo will take place 
in about a month, and will undoubtedly end in 
the Ind ans’ surrender. The band consists of 
Chiefs Geronimo, Natchez, Chihuahua. and 
Nana, twenty bucks, and some women and 
children. Lieut. Maus is now heading for 
Lang’s ranch. 


OBITUARY, 


DEATH OF EX-SENATOR ATCHISON. 

St. JOSEPH, Mo., Jan. 27.—[Speciai. |\—David 
R. Atchison died at bis home in Clinton County 
yesterday at noon. He had been sick about 
six weeks, bis ailment being oid age and gen- 
eral debility. 


[Ex-Senator Atchison was born in August, 1807, 
at Frogtown, Fafayette County, Ky. He was a 
graduate of Transy!ivania University. He was a 
very ripe scholar, of fine literary tastes, and fa- 
miliar with the English classics. He emigrated to 
Missouri in the spring of 1830, and located at Lib- 
erty. He was elected to the State Legislature in 
1834, and in 1841 was made Judge of the circuit 
covering the entire Platte.Purchase. He was most 
popular with the masses, and was considered a fair 
lawyer and a just Judge. 

In 1841 Dr. Linn, then United States Senator, 
having died after a brief term of service, Gov. 
Reynolds appointed Gen. Atchison to the vacancy. 
He served not only acceptably in the Senate for 
twelve years, but served in that august body as its 
President, and acted as Vice-President of the 
United States after the death of Vice-President 
King. 

He enjoyed the remarkable distinction of having 
been President of the United States for one day. 
In 1849 the 4th of March came Sunday. Taylor 
and Fillmore had been elected to succeed Polk and 
Dallas: but the inauguration, of course, could not 
take place until Monday, the Sth, and the time of 
the outgoing President and Vice-President having 
expired Sunday at noon, Mr. Atchison, as President 
of the Senate, held the reins of Government until 
the inauguration had taken place. 

In 1854 he became prominent in the matter of the 
Kansas and Nebraska bill by advocating the repeal 
of the Missouri Compromise. He served in the 
Senate until his celebrated quarrel with Benton 
drove them both irom that body at the breaking out 
of the War. 

Gen. Atchison went into the Confederate army, 
going South with Price, and remained until he be- 
came dissatisfied, not with the cause, but with the 
management of the army. He was essentially a 
State-Rights Democrat of the Calhoun school. 
Gen. Atchison was. never married, and since the 
War bad been living on his farm in Clinton Coun- 
ty, where be had buiit a magnificent bouse and 
surrounded himself with one ot the finest libraries 
in the United States, which was, however, de- 
stroyed by fire several years ago. | 

Gen. Atebison’s remains will be buried at 
Plattsburg Tübursday morning at II o’ciock. 
The funeral services will take place at the 
Presbyterian church. and wil! be conducted by 
the Kev. J: A. D. Hugbes. The interment will 
take place in the cemetery south of that town. 


THE LATE CONGRESSMAN RANKIN.

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‘Charged with Obtaining Money 
Under False Pretenses. 


Gen. Grant’s Book—His Monument— 
Maud Miller's Latest Trouble— . 
A Shrewd Cashier. 


The Oivil-Servioe Oommission’s Annual 
« Beport—Gen. Shaler’s Case Goes 
to the Jury. 


New York, Jan. 27.—[Special.]—Wall street 
men were much surprised today to learn of 
the arrest of a very pretty and brilliant young 
woman who says she is Miss Caroline L. Met- 
calf of East Orange. She is detained in 
the residence of Justice of the Peace 
A. F. Munn on a charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. She is about 24 
years old, of medium hight and build, and has 
dark-brown hair closely cropped at the back. 
Miss Metcalt came from Chicago in June last, 
and secured rooms at Mrs. Raynor's 
fashionable boarding-house on Arlington 
avenue, East Orange. Her refinement, rich 
attire, jewels, and cbarming conversation won 
ber favor with the boarders and townsfolk. 
She intimated that sbe had been bead book- 
keeper for a large insurance company ip Chi- 
cago. A person who wrote for information re- 
ceived a feply from an officer of the insurance 
company that Miss Metcalf would be employed 
by that company at a salary of $3,500 when- 
ever she should return. 

Among the references Miss Metcalf gave to 
Mrs. Raynor were the names of New York 
bankers and brokers and she said she knew Jay 
Gould, Russell Sage, William H. Vanderbilt, 
and other railroad magnates. As agent for a 
patent boiler, invented by a Western firm, 
gbe visited New York datly and had interviews 
with the Presidents ana other officers of the 
different railroads. Sbe induced the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company to try the boiler. 
During the summer she spent two months at 
the seaside. All the gentlemen here 
gamired her for her business ability, 
put women were suspicious. In November 
Miss Metcalf returned to Mrs. Raynors. At 
that time Mrs. Harriet Eads, stepmother of 
Capt. Eads, the famous engineer, was 11 
boarder there. With ber was ber mother, Mrs. 
Helen Fequa, a sister ot the late Hugh Max- 
weli, who, during President Pierce’s Adminis- 
tration, was Collector of the Port of New York. 

These ladies became friendly with Miss Met- 
calf. Sbe hinted that sbe had friends in New 
York banks and brokers’ offices who gave 
her pomts on stocks, and that she 
made money by ‘investments. Mrs. Eads 
gold stocks and raised money, which 
ghe gaveto Miss Metcalfto invest, and that 
young woman returned ber sums of $50 to 8100 
several times as profits on some of the in- 
vestments in one day, but when Miss 
Metealf did not return the Principal 
invested Mrs. Eads made inquiries. 
Last Friday evening Miss Metcaif was arrested, 
but the fact was kept a eecret. Mrs. Eads had 
made an affidavit before Justice Munn that on 
or about Dec. 15 last she delivered to Miss Met- 
calf stock of the Consolidated Gas Company 
and gave ber power to sell it. Miss Metcalf 
gold the stock, on which she realized $1,470, de- 


posited the money in the Second National Bank 


of New York to her own credit, and has since 
propriated the money to her own use. Miss 
etealf asserted that she was innocent. Sbe 
could not give ball. Justice Munn then de- 


tained her in his own house, where she now is. 
He is responsible for ber to the authorities. 

Mrs. Eads touuy sau Miss Metcalf nad told 
her that she was coéperating with Jay Gould. 
who would give ber points in purchasing 
stock. Consolidated Gas Company stock, a 
lock of which Mrs. Eads heid, was steadily 
falimg, and she concluded to dispose 
ot it. After a chat with Miss Met- 
caif she gave that young woman 
$109 to invest for ber. The following day Miss 
Metcalf handed ber $12.50 as profits. Mrs. 
Eads then gave her pretty broker $1,470 to 
buy Western Union stock with. Miss Metcaif 
made, or represeuted that she made, 
various deals in Western Union, Baltimore & 
Obio, and other bonds, and bad also loaned 
$1,500 of Mrs. Eads’ money toa Brooklyn man 
at 5 per centfortwo months. Mrs. Eads per- 
mitted her to take her bank-book to the Sec- 
ond National Bank, New York, to deposit 
money for ber, and she afterward showed ber 
the book with the entry for the $1,500 in it. 

Last Friday a friend took the book to the 
bank. She reportea to Mrs. Eads that the 
$1,500 entry was a forgery. Since she pre- 
ferred a charge against Miss Metcaif Mrs. 
Eads claims to have learned that she opened 
an account in the Second National Bank, 
New York. On the strength of her bank 
book being in her possession, she deposited 
$2,000, which Mrs. Eads suspects is ner money. 
Ste gave checks in payment of bills at jewelry 
and dry-goods stores until only $60 was left in 
the bank, and this she is said to have drawn 
Out before she was arrested. 

What the world doesn’t ‘know about me,“ 
ald Miss: Metcaif, laughingly, with a toss of 
her head, “would fill a very large book, and I 
am notin the mood toenalgbten folks. I in- 
Vested my own money if that deal, and I 
Offered Mrs. Eads the money she gave 
me and ber share of the profits. Instead of 
taking it she requested me to reinvest the en- 
tire amount, which I did. Before 1 could 
make another turn and realize on the deal 
Mrs. Eads bad me arrested without 
asking me for the money. It I were not in 
custody I could return ber money within three 
days. Now I must deal through agents, and 
phe will have to wait longer for her money.“ 

Mrs. Eads said tonight that Miss Metca!f told 
her that Mr. Gould bad written to Chicago, 
‘where sbe had been employed in a branch office 
of the Oonnecticut Mutual Life-Iusurance Com- 
pany. Mr. Gould had found ber ali right, and 
‘was willing to give ber points on the stock 
market. 0 


BALE OF GEN. GRANT'S MEMOIRS—HIS MON- 
UMENT. 


The sale of the Personal Memoirs of U. 8. 
Grant have reached 325,000 sets in this coun- 
try, and Cuarles IL. Webster & Co., the 
publishers, are making preparations for 
a demand of 400,000 sets. Nine thousand 
canvassers have been employed, 200 of 
whom have had New York City and Brooklyn 
for their field. The sets cost from $7.in cloth 
to $25 im calf, and there have been only 
100 refusaig out of 325,000 subscrip- 
tions. The sale in the South 18 
very moderate, but in the West it is enormous. 
The publishers have imported a large number 
of copies of the work in German, and they find 
@ ready sale. As to the sale ot the work abroad 
it is impossible to speak at present, for book- 
seilers’ reports are only made semi-annually. 

It is now positively announced tnat the 
second volume will appear March 10. The pub- 
lishers stated today that a check for a sum be- 
tween $225,000 and $250,000 would be given to 
Ars. Grant within the next thirty days. 

A Washington dispatch says that the House 
Committee on Military Affairs today instructed 
Mr. Viele to report favorubiy to the House 
the bill introduced by Mr. Dowdney for 
the erection of a monument in New York 
City to the memory of Gen. Grant. 
The bill appropriates $500,000 for the purpose 
of erecting the monument on ground to be do- 
mated by the city. The President is author 
ized to appoint an officer of the Engineer 
Corps of the Army and five commissioners, 
the commissioners to serve without pay, 
who, with the Executive Committee of 
the Grant Monument Association of New 
York, sball expend the money under 
the direction of the Secretary of War. It is 
‘provided, however, that no part of ‘the money 

' @ppropriated shall be expended or drawn from 
the Treasury of the United States until the 
Sum of $250,000 shall have been subscrived and 
paid into the fuadsof the Grant Monument 
Association and is available tor te purpose of 
@recting the monument. 

In reporting favorably to the House the bill 
for the erection of the monument the Muitary 
Committee says: 

The remains of this illustrious citizen and sol- 
Mer are entombed in a locality selected in accord- 
ance with his dying request. The immediate spot 
is one hallowed by the footsteps of Washington 
and on a dattle ground of the Kevoiution.

A MONEY-MAKING CASHIER. 

A brief telegram today announced the arrest 
at Norwich, Conn., of Cashier Samuel Bing- 
ham of the Windham National Bank of Will. 
mantic. The charge against Mr. Bingbam is 
brought under the National Bank act, 
and is on the charge 
by him of heavy and unlawful 
commissions on paper bought from James D. 
Fish, late President of the Marine National 
Bank of this city. Mr. Bingbam was taken 
before United States Commissioner Tenny 
and held to bail in the sum of $17,000 
to await the further hearing Feb. 16. 
During eight months from Nov. 9, 1883, 
Bingbam is charged with baving received as 
commissions on money furnished between 
$25,000 and $30,000, the percentages being reck- 
dued at the varying rate of 21. 30, 
and 36 per cent per annum. Bing-, 
ham is also charged with having kept 
$150,000 on deposit with the Marine National 
Bank, for which he was paid $1,250 montbly, and 
upon an additional $50,000 so deposited he re- 
ceived $875 monthly, besides collecting divi- 
dends at the rate of 3 per cent month- 
ly on a large amount of tbe proceeds 
of the discounted notes. The books of 
Grant & Ward are said to show prutits paid to 
Mr. Bingbam of over $30,000. Receiver Davies 
said today that he had brought a civil suit 
against Mr. Bingham for usury, but that the 
suit had not yet come to trial. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION REPORT. 

The public bas just received the annual 
report of the Civil-Service Commission of the 
State of New York states that during the year 
there has been an increase in the number of 
persons found subject to civil-service regula- 
tions made or approved by this commission. 
The number of such persons in the service of 
the State is now 15,179. Five hundred and 
seventy-three examinations were beld in the 
State service, exclusive of cities. During the 
yeur 4,822 persons are reported to have 
been examined and 2,725 appointed. Sev- 
eral cities, however, sent no returns. In 
Albany 104 persons were examined and 
fort;-four appointed. Communications from 
Mayor Grace and the Supervisory Board dis- 
close that civil-service examinations are pro- 
ductive of the best results in New York City. 


“The Civil-Service Commission of Brooklyn also 


makes a favorable statement regarding that 
city. The report says that many popular mis- 
apprehensions regarding the new system of 
appointment have been corrected and it is 
growing in tavor. The report asserts that the 
Civil-Service act has checked the practice of 
making political assessments, and the execu- 
tion of the act is being carefully watched by 
the press and the people. The commission has 
been impressed with the importance of effect- 
ing the change without unnecessary friction, 
and with a reasonable assurance of progress 
and success, and it finds that high officials and 
politicians begin to recognize the fact that it is 
not judicious tor them to block the progress 
ot civil-service reform. 


GEN. SHALER’S CASE GOES TO THE JURY. 

Gen. Alexander Shaler, who is on trial here 

charged with bribery, took the stand today and 
told bis story. He specifically denied 
the statements of Monmouth B. WI 
son, upon which the indictments against 
him were based. He denied that he ever 
bad any conversation with Wiison about 
obtaining landsfor armory sites, selling them 
to the city, and dividing the profits; deaied 
that any such agreement existed; denied that 
Wilson was to take up mortgages on 
his New Jersey property with money to 
be obtained from the profits accruing from 
the sale of the Eighth Regiment armory site; 
denied that Wilson ever gave him any satis- 
faction p.eces releasing the mortgages on the 
New Jersey property; asserted that he never 
saw any such pieces, and that Wilson 
not only did not ask him for any 
such papers the day of the Flood Rock 
explosion, but that Wilson was not 
with him on the west side of the Harlem River 
that day, Oct. 10, 1885; neither were any satis- 
faction pieces torn up or burned in the base- 
ment of his house, as Wilson testified was 
done. Mr. Wilson had bought the mortgage 
on bis (Shaler's) property, but be supposed it 
was a business and friendly transaction. Noth- 
ing that Wilson said or did induced the witness 
to recommend any of the armory sites. Other 
statements by Wilson were pointedly denied by 
Gen. Shaler. 
Alter lengthy arguments by counsel the jury 
was charged. Judge Barrett said that with the 
corruption of the ballot-box the crime 
charged, bribery, was one of the most heinous 
known to the law. It was for the jury to say 
in this case how much of Wilson's 
testimony may be beijeved, because he 
was doubly stained by bribery and cor- 
ruption oy his own confession; against this 
must stand the defendant's hitherto unim- 
peacbed character and record. The circum- 
Stances surrounding the taking up of the 
mortgage are of such a character as to prove 
couciusively that it was either the consumma- 
tion of a corrupt bargain or an act of friend- 
ship. It could be nothing else, and the jury 
must decide which it was. 

Atalate bour the jury bad failed to agree 
upon a verdict. Judge’ Barrett came to the 
court-bouse, but he received no in- 
tormation from the jury as to whether there 
was a possibility of reaching a _ verdict, 
with no word from them that they wanted 
instruction on any polut. The probabilities 
are that no verdict will be reached before the 
hour of opening court tomorrow morning. The 
general impression among the counsel ior the 
defense at the court-bouse and of those for the 
State who remained with. District-Attorney 
Martin in bis office was that the result of the 
consuitation will be only a disagreement. 


GARRETT OUGHT TO BE SATISFIED. 

There would seem to be the very best of rea- 
sons for satisfaction by the Baltimore & Ohio 
people. It was stated in Wall street today in a 
way that was practically officia: that that line 
itself last week carried 14 per cent of the east- 
bound freight of the country, while the Chi- 
cago & Atlantic, Virtually a tender of the Bait! 
more & Obio, carried 10 per cent; thus, in all 
practical senses, the Balimore & Ohio 
secured about one-fourth of the entire 
east-bound freight traffic. Last year it 
got only 3½ per cent. It was stated by a gen- 
tieman in a position to kuow of what he 
talked that mucbd pressure bad been brought 
to bear upon President Garrett to induce him 
to visit New York for a conference with other 
trunk line people, but be bas declined all such 
overtures. There is evidently something more 
than the Chicago passenger tickets at stake. 
The Baltimore & Ohio is pushea now to fur- 
nish adequate facilities for the prompt 
transportation of the immense quant 
ties or Spanish iron ore which 
us 100 tramp steamers are delivering 
to it. Today it was announced in Wall street 
that the Baltimore & Ohio bad just entered into 
a contract with a leading grain firm in Chicago 
for the transportation East tor shipment 
abroad of 5,000,000 bushels of wheat, all to be 
carried to Baltimore during February. The 
significance of this appears by contrasting with 
it the fact that the Pennsylvania Company, 
supposed to be maintaining rates, has been 
able to make contracts for similar February 
traffic to the extent only of 250,000 busneis.

SLAVERY IN GEORGIA. 

An Atlanta (Ga.) special says: A condition 
of slavery is reported from Moutgomery Coun- 
ty, Georgia. Briddick & Bridgens of that 
county, large turpentine manufacturers, em- 
ployed twenty-nine colored men in Greenville, 
S. C., two months ago, promising them fair 
wages. When they reached their destination 
they found themselves forty miles from a rail- 
road and that they could only earn 15 cents a 
day. Nine of the men leit for Barlow. the 
nearest railroad station, having pawned hats 
and shoes for food. They were pursued by 
Briddick’s men, and, with clubs and pistols, 
were compelied to return. Logan Walker was 
one of the most seriously hurt. He managed 
to get word to his brother Alfred, who is one 
of the wealtbiest negroes in Greenville. The 
Greenville negroes are getting up a fund for 
counsel to free their brethren from the Mont- 
gomery turpentinery.

ALLEGED ILLEGAL WARRANTS, 


THEY WERE ISSUED BY A DAKOTA COUNTY 
BOARD IN DEFIANCE OF THE EXPRESSED 
WISH OF THE VOTERS. 

LAMOURE, Dak., Jan. 27.—|Special.]—Suit 
has been brought in the District Court of this 
district, with 8. H. Maer, piaintiff, against the 
County of Lamoure, Charlies C. Porter, Treas- 
urer, and William T. Anderson, defendants, 
the object of which is to prevent the payment 
of certain county warrants amounting to $2,500, 
and interest for two years or more, issued for 
what purports to be the court-house of this 
county, situated at Grand Rapids. The lengthy 
complaint aleges that the proposition to 


bond this county for the erection of 
a court-house bemge .defeated at the 
polls in 1883 the Board of County 
Commissioners assumed to enter upon 
the work of constructing such an edifice and 
passed a resolution authorizing tne erection of 
a brick building not to exceed $4,000 in cost; 
that William L. Anderson, a member of the 
board, was authorized to proeure plans, and 
was paid forsame; and that said Anderson, 
with the consent of the board, superintended 
the erection of a wooden building, no bids for 
building the same being advertised for, as re- 
quired by law; and that allowances 
were made to the amount of near- 
ly $8,000. The complaint also alleges that 
the revenues of the county for 1883 and 1884 
did not equal the ordinary and necessary ex- 
penses of the county, and consequently ali 
warrants for court-house buliding were legal 
and not obligatory upon the county, being coa- 
trary to express provisions of the code. In 
accurdance with this complaint Judge Francis 
bas issued an order requiring the defendants 
to sbow cause at Bismarck, Feb. 24, why an in- 
junction should not be issued restraining the 
Treasurer from paying the warrauts referred 
to, and ordering William L. Anderson to produce 
the said:}warrants in court for cance!lauon, 
and for such other and further reliet as may 
be just.

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THE CATHOLIC COLLEGE. 


A Committee Here to Raise Funds 
to Complete the Washington 
Institution. 


Bishop Spalding Fxplains the Neces- 
sity for a Catholic University 
of This Character. 


Bishop Ireland’s Opinion — Ohicago Ex- 
pected to Donate from $50,000 
to $100,000, 


About one year ago the Third Plenary Coun- 
cil of Baitimore accepted the offer of Miss 
Mary Gwendolen Caldwell of New York to 
contribute $300,000 towards the erection of a 
Cat ol io university, and a board consisting of 
bishops, priests, and laymen was thereupon 
appointed to select a § suitable 
for its erection. After a meeting in 
New York and another in Baltimore 
it was decided that Washington was the best 
place for the only institution of its kind, and 
sixty-five acres ot land near the eastern gate of 
the Suidiers’ Home were purchased tor the 
purpose. An appeal was then made to the 
Catholics of the United States for means to 
further the cause and to endow four chairs in 
philosophy and four in theology, with which 
two faculties the university will start, after 
which other studies will be introduced.

AN APPEAL FROM BISHOP SPALDING. 

Mr. Onaban called the Rev. Walter H. Hill. 
S. J., to the chair. Bishop Spalding, in a brief 
address upon the subject in hand, said that in 
the West people were for the most part 
occupied in developing the resources of the 
country and yet were not entirely given up to 
the pursuit wealth; they had time and inclina- 
tion for bigher and nobler aims, ana foremost 
is education. No system of education sould 
be complete unless it could take in the ele- 
ments of religion. Higher than colleges some 
Other instituuon must be found that would 
Toster the religious germ. The world looked 
ever with pride upon great intellect; no 
amount of wealth would enable men to exercise 
a lasting thought in those they left behind 
and in a Nation like this whose principles were 
likely to be accepted as the principles of the 
world; intellecuality should be cherished. Each 
one was born on a level and each one bad to 
struggle up, and the result was apt to be a 
deud-centre. The great men and best litera- 
ture seemed to be of the past age rather than 
the present. Such an institution as the one 
projected would not only be a boon to the 
Catholic world and priesthood, but to the Unit- 
ed States, and would throw Harvard and Yale 
inthe shade. It snould hold out inducements to 
brilliant young men not only in America but in 
Europe. Nobie thoughts beautifully expressed 
had a prestige unassailable, und by the means 
of a Catholic university an American Catholic 
literature became probable. To imagine that 
a college-bred boy of 20 was an educated man 
was adelusion. No man was capabie of com- 
plete education until be was 30 or 40 years of 
age, when bis mind was cultivated by contact 
with thoroughly trained minds. By the estab- 
lishment of such an institution they might 
hope to refute the charge that Catbolicism is 
not compatible with the higber forms of edu- 
cation. 


BISHOP IRELAND. 

Bishop Ireland said that, of course, only a 
small number of graduates would pass through 
the halls, but these few would shed lustre 
upon all with whom they came in contact and 
radiate the influence of the university 
throughout the country. For the theological 
department about $1,000,000 was required, of 
which $200,000 would be expended in builings, 
and eight endowed professorships were pro- 
jected with inviting salaries so as to ob- 
tain the best brain material. After the educa- 
tion of the clergy had been provided for 
the medical or legal fraternities might be reo- 
ognized. They lived in a day when they uad 
to train warriors to meet the enemies of the 
church and to meet the objections which were 
daily put forward. The pioncer days when the 
Catholic Church could oniy build churches and 
asylums had passed and a new era had begun. 
The statement that the Catholic Church and 
Ignorance go band in hand must be met and 
contradicted, and be and Bishop Spalding were 
bere to raise funds to carry out this idea. So 
far $550,000 had been raised in the East, Mr. 
Eugene Kelly of New York baving contributed 
$50,000 in addition to the $50,000 given by the 
sister of Miss Caldwell, who herself gave $30u,- 
000. 

OTHER VIEWS, 

Judge Prendergast thought that $50,000 as 
the Catholic contribuuon of Chicago would be 
trivial, and certainly ought not to be tho limit. 
He proposed that a committee be appointed for 
the purpose of soliciting contributions, He 
was followed by Mr. Hesing. Futher Riordan 
was opposed to the appointment of a commis- 
sion to solieit funds, and regretted that he 
could not formulate a plan in lieu thereof. 
Several others addressed the meeting, and Mr. 
Onahan moved that Bishops Spalding, Ireland. 
and the Chairman sbouid consult today and 
appoint a committee for the thorough canvass 
of the Catholic fields of Chicago, It was thougut 
that $100,000 could be raised.

WaSHINGTON NOTES, 


ARIZONA LAND-CLAIMS TITLES TO BE coN- 
FIRMED—INDIANS TO RECEIVE LAND IN 
SEVERALTY—OTHER ITEMS, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—The House 
Committee on Private Land Claims today 
agreed to report tavorably on bills for the con- 
firmation of title to certain land claims in Ari- 
zona known as The Tres Alames,”’ San Juan 
de las Boquillos de Nogules.“ San Rafael del 
Valle.“ San José de Sanoita,” and “Dos 
Nogales de Elias land grants, 

Senator Walthall, from the Committee on 
Military Affairs, reported adversely to Senator 
Cullom's bill to facilitate promotions througb- 
out the army by relieving from active service, 
upon their application, officers of the army 
who served in the War of the Rebellion. 

Senator Dawes, from the Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, reported favorably hig bill to au- 
thorize the Secretary of the Interior to appoint 
three Commissioners to arrange a just and gat- 
isfactory settlement of the Mission Indians in 
California on reservations and providing for 
the allotment of land in severalty to these In- 
dians. 

Senator Manderson, from the Committee on 
Military Affairs, reported favorably Senator 
Conger's bill to provide for the sale of the old 
site of Fort Brady, Micbigan, and for the pur- 
chase of anew site and the construction of 
Suitable buildings thereon. 

A bill bas been introduced by Representative 
O'Neill of Missouri extending until July, 1890, 
tne time within which claims or additional 
bounties may be filed. Under the present law 
the time expired in July, 1880. 

In the case of the Wisconsin Railway Com- 
pany vs. Michael Stinka the Secretary of the 
Interior has decided that patent cannot issue 
under the first section of the act of April 21, 
1876, to one who comes within its provisions 
when patent had previousiy issued to the 
railroad company. This reverses the rule laid 
down by Secretary Schurz, who held that it 
was mandatory, and that patent must issue 
to the settler notwithstanding previous issue 
ot patent to the railroad company.

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MAD BUTCHERS. 


THEY ARE TRYING TO DEVISB A SCHEME 


TO “GET EVEN” WITH CHICAGO PACK- 

ERS. 0 

The visiting delegates of the Butchers’ Unions 
at Philadelphia and St. Louis beid a short ses- 
sion in the morning at the Sherman House and 
then went by sleighs to the Stock-Yards, where 
a good portion of the day was spent in looking 
over the facilities tor killing and dressing 
stock. They came back satisfied, or, to use 
the words of one of them, “too weil satisfied.” 
“It was a sort of revelation to some of us,“ he 
said, “and as we examined the seemingly per- 
fect details to economize and pse to the best 
advantage all there was to be got from the 
animals we began to see more clearly than we 
have heretofore how the dressed-beef industry 
has flourished so wonderfully here, notwith- 
standing the opposition of both railroads and 
the local trade. It makes me feel rather blue 
for the future of the retail business. It seems 
tnat nothing can prevent us to a great degree 
becoming simply the agents of these great 
firma, many of whom, like Armour & Co., have 
millions back of them to sustain any loss in 
the trade if we sbould succeed in ac 
complishing anything with our new National 
Association. lam also afraid that all boycot- 
ting schemes must fail in the end if the Cbica- 
ro firms can produce and place on the market 
the same grade of meat cheaper than we can; 
and from whut I see today | must confess I be- 
lieve they can. It is one of the laws of trade, 
Il suppose, that the weaker must suffer.“ 

Others did not take so gioomy a view of the 
results of. their visit here, and placed consider- 
abie reliance on the fact that a mutual life- 
insurance side issue was to be tacked on to 
the organization, which they believed would 
strengthen it materially. Every effort will be 
made to extend the local unions throughout 
the Union before the convention next May at 
St. Louis. 

A mass-meeting of the delegates of the 
Butchers’ Unions of Chicago and St. Louis, 
who have been in the city for the last three 
days attending the convention which has been 
in session for the purpose of organizing the 
National Butchers’ Union ot America, 
together with visiting butchers, was 
held last evening at Grand Army Hall 
on Wasbington street. The ostensible object 
of the meeting was to explain to those who 
were unacquainted with the aim of the Na- 
tional Union the purpose for which it was or- 
ganized, and to discuss means by which alleged 
existing evils which affected the smaller class 
of butchers could be remedied. About ninety 
persons were present. Tuomas Armour acted 
as Chairman. He addressed the meeting in 
a speech wherein he said that the 
time had now arrived when the abuses 
from which butcners bad been suffering for 
years could be corrected by means ot the 
National Union. Charies James of St. Louis 
said that the union had not been organized for 
the purpose of building up a monopoly in the 
interests of butchers, as haa been stated, but 
for seif-protection. He thought Chicago was 
the greatest city in the country today, and the 
pucking- houses here were one of its greatest 
wonders. At St. Louis, bowever, the packing- 
houses had made encroachments on the butch- 
ers, by reason of their bemg located just 
across the State line, in East St. Louis. The 
proprietors of these packing-houses had tried 
by legislauon to condemn every slauguter- 
house in St. Louis, so that they might bring 
meat across the Mississippi River and sell it to 
St. Louis butchers at any price they 
saw fit to charge. This scheme had 
been averted, however, by concerted action. 
P. D. Armour, Swift, and Allerton had a per- 
fect right to buy cattle where they pleased, 
but they bad no right to come to Chicago, es- 
tablish themselves at the Stock-Yards, and 
practically do business free of charge. Aller- 
ton had a packing-house in East St. Louis and 
Armour one in Kansas City, and they 
brought beef to St. Louis from those 
points and tried to sell it at prices 
that local butchers could not compete 
with. Armour was in a pool to control the 
sale of meat, and butchers now proposed to or- 
ganize so that they could buy wherever they 
pleased and not continue to be practically 
forced to buy and compete with the immense 
packers. 

Wilson Sturley, the only member of the 
Philadelphia delegation who was present, the re- 
mainder having gone home, thought something 
should be done for selt-protection. Dressed 
beef was ruining the trade of retail butcbers 
by being brought into competition with a much 
better article. Philadelphia butcbers had suf- 
fered to some extent frum Chicago beet which 
bad been brought there for sale. George 
Weissenberger of St. Louis said that when the 
National Union was fully orgauized branch 
unions would be established in all 
the largér cities of the country. H. 
W. Glassmeier, a St. Louis delegate, 
delivered a rambiing address, which was chief- 
ly devoted to complimentary remarks about 
butchers in general, but especially Chicago 
butchers. He repeatedly referred to the audi- 
ence present as being one of the finest and 
most delicious set of men in the world.“ Mr. 
James Turner, a local packer and butcher, was 
called on to give his views, but said that he had 
been waiting to hear the object and aim 
of the National Union discussed, but so far no 
one in the meeting bad spoken to the point or 
imparted any information which would con- 
vey to the general listener any of its purposes 
or intents. David Simon and one or two other 
persons then spoke brietiy, and the meeting 
adjourned, leaving a doubt in the mind of 
many persous present as to why it had been 
called at all. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR, 


THE STRIKING COKEMAKERS’ TROUBLES NOT 
ENDED—EMBARRASSED BUSINESS FIRMS— 
OTHER ITEMS. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 27.— The latest infor- 
mation from the coke regions is to the effect 
that the strikers have ordered out the en- 
gineers at the water-pumps, and as a conse- 
quence all the pumps are stopped. This will 
cause the flooding of the different mines and 
great destruction to property. 

The Dunbar Furnace Company’s hil! mines re- 
sumed today, the advance demanded by the 
strikers having been conceded. 

UNIONTOWN, Pa., Jan. 27.—Moore’s coke- 
works ure in operation at the old rates today. 
About half the force (alt foreigners) are at 
work under police protection. The native 
workmen have been notified that their places 
will be filled with imported Hungarians unless 
they resume before tomorrow. Such action, 
it is feared, will provoke a conflict. 

The principal subject of discussion now is 
whether the companies will put the families 
out of the houses next Monday. The laws on 
the subject are well known to even the most 
ignorant striker, andjall say that they wiil resist 
to the utmost and protect their goods and the 
lives of their families if any officers enter their 
houses. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 27.—(Special.}— 
Browning & Sloan, the oldest and largest drug 
firm in the State, went into the hands ofa 
receiver today upon petition of the junior 
partner. Mr. Browning is one of the sureties 
upon the bond of ex-City Treasurer Pattison, 
who is over $100,000 short, and is one of the 
two or three men on that. instrument who are 
solvent. Mr. Pattison and bis bondsmen have 
been trying to effect some arrangement with 
the city by which he could utilize his resources, 
now inadequate, to meet the demands against 
him and provide for the payment of bis 
indebtedness, but at its meeting Monday night 
the Board of Aldermen ordered the City Attor- 
ney to bring suit on the bond. This action 
precipitated a pressure upon the firm wulch 
could not be withstood, and Mr. Sloan gave no- 
tice of a dissolution. He and Mr. Browning 
could not agree upon a settlement, so a re- 
ceiver was asked for and John Kk. Elder was 
appoimed. who gave bond in the sum of 8100. 
000. The assets are placed at $90,000; liabili- 
ties, about $40,000. Mr. Browning, in addition, 
owns valuable real estate, including’ the store 
buiiding. 

A number of chattel mortgages were filed 
today on the real estate ot Isaac Kahn in this 
city ang on the stocks of his clothing stores in 
Bloomington, Muncie, and Rushville to secure 
preterred creditors whose claims amouat to 
$35,000. His total liabilities are put at $40,000, 
with $50,000 assets. For severai years Kabn 
bas not been actively engaged in business, his 
several enterprises being conducted by trusted 
employés. Henry Kahn, a son, has been doing 
business in bis name in Chicago, and his pres- 
ent embarrassment grows out of the fact that 
be (Henry) suffered a dratt to go to protest, 
und tne stock was seized by the Sheriff. It is 
said that Kahn Sr. bas been involved to the 
amount of $25,000 or $30,000 by his son's trans- 
actions,

Now, the Chicago 
people ask why, if that was so, does the corn 
go via St. Louis? Why does it not all go to 
Caicago, when the differential rate to Chicago 
is only five and two and eigut-tenths 
cents per bushel bigher, and the price is 
four and five cents per bushel  bigher? 
The trouble was in the inspection. 
The City of Chicago was, unfortunately, 
cursed with a poiitical inspection which did 
much to belp St. Louis. Some of St. Louis’ 
friends in Li.inois bad tried to force it upon 
them at East St. Louis. Chicago was cursed 
with a political inspection, and the result was 
that they wouldn't grade corn in Chicago that 
every other market would grade; and the ship- 
pers in the West bad become so disgusted with 
the Chicago inspection that they wouldn't 
ship their grain tbere in the winter time. In 
the summe time. when the inspection was 
alike, Chicago took nine-tenths of the entire 
grain from the Southwest. 


THE B. 4 O. AND THE POOL. 

Men interested in the management of the 
trunk-line pool business told Wall street today 
that the Baitimore & Ohio Railroad was about 
to advance its emigrant rates and that no fur- 
ther trouble would be heard uf in that direc- 
tion after Feb. 1.

New Tonk. Jau. 27.— [Special. I— Mr. P. D. 
Armour, partoer of Mr. Piankinton, and the 
Western directors of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railroad Company have lett New 
York, and President Mitchell was kept busy all 
day today answering leading questions from 
Wall street men anxious to know what bus! 
ness really had been transacted at the daily 
meetiugs of the last week. Before be left fur 
Chicago Mr. Armour told bis friends that the 
Kansas City extension had been {fully deter- 
mined upon, the otner members of the Board 
of Directors said the same thing, but none of 
them would name the time when it was prob- 
able that work would be begun or the exten- 
sion completed. A meeting of the St. Paul 
Executive Committee was held at the Wall 
Street office of the company this after- 


noon. The proposed Kansas City line 
was what they were kept busy consid- 
ering, and when they adjourned one of 


the members said that tne extension wouid be 
built soon. Bonds at the rate of $20,000 a 
mile will be marketed of tne Chicago & Pacific 
Western issue. It was stated that the cost of 
tne construction of the new road would be 
about $7,000,000, and that after it was begun it 
would require eighteen months to finish it. 
President Mitchell insisted that no bonds would 
be issued at present, which leads some people 
to believe that there is to be a delay in bulicing. 
It was not claimed that $20.000 a mile would 
be more than enough to pay the cost of grading 
and tracking the line, eavmg other provision 
to be made for the creation of terminal facili- 
ties, bridges, etc., thus opening the door, of 
course, to the issue of termina! bonds, Lridge 
bonds, and other securities to the company’s 
hiking.

BRUTAL LYNCHINGS, 


CALIFORNIA VIGILANTES TAKE TWO PRIS- 
ONERS FROM JAIL AND EXECUTE THEM 
IN A WOODSHED—NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
HANGING LN OHIO. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., Jan. 27.—({Special.]— 
News bas just been received from Susanville, 
county-seat of Larsen County, that last Sat ur- 
day night a mob broke into the jai! and banged 
Vieente Olivas and Holden Dick. Their bodies 
were found Sunday moromg suspended in a 
woodshed adjoining the jail. Olivas bad no 
cloth'ina on but his shirt. His neck was broken. 
His hands hung by his side, and on bis throat 
were marks of fingers, he evidently baving 
been choked into quietness. Holden Dick's ap- 
pearance was ghastiy in the extreme. The up- 
per part of his body was covered with 
blood, leading one to believe that a 
desperate struggle had been bad with 
him. The rope had in the firet place 
been tied to bis long hair. He was vrobably 
strung up in this manner in hopes of extract- 
ing a confession. The weight of bis body bad 
literally torn nis scalp loose. The rope was 
then tied around his neck and a final pull given. 
He was only, partially clothed. Hoiden Dick 
was arrested in Modo County as the murderer 
of Samuel B. Shaw on Madeline Plains and 
was brought to Susanville in March last, where 
he was convicted of murder in the first degree 
and sentenced to death. The date of ex- 
ecution was not fixed, pending an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. Vicente Olivas 
was brought to Susanyille last November 
from Pittville, where be had killed Gr fiith 
Logan and woundedaman by the name of 
McCoy, and would have killed the entire party 
of four men had not his pistol repeatedly 
missed fire. He was tried last week and a ver- 
dict of murder in the first degree rendered. 
The date of sentence was fixed for last Thurs- 
day, but the time was postponed until Satur- 
day. Tne prisoner was brought before the Su- 
preme Court Saturday morning for sentence, 
when a motion for a new trial was made, and 
time for passing sentence was again post- 
poned until Jan. 26. This second postpone 
ment is believed to have infuriated the citizens 
to take the matter into their own bands. The 
lynching was the most brutal ever known in 
California. 

VERMILION, O., Jan. 27.—([Speciai.|—This 
quiet towu nearly became the scene of a 
lynching Tuesday afternoon. Joun Horn, a 
mecbanic living at the hamiet of Birmingbam, 
was arrested for abusing his daughter Alice, 
aged 14. He was taken before Justice Childs 
of Vermilion upon compiaint of his neigh- 


bors, Who were greatly excited. Horn ac- 
knowledged his guilt and bail was fixed at 
$1,000. During the bearing hundreds of angry 
and indignant citizens gathered on the streets 
and a project to lynch the brute was started. 
The authorities became alarmed and tele- 
graphed the railroad officiais to stop No. 5, 
the Lake Shore fast train. Crowds of fierce 
citizens huated for the prisoner, but be was 
got aboara the train and lodged in jail at 
Sandusky. Upon being locked up ne asked 
fora Bible. Horn is a widower, aged 45, and 
bas four children.

IT PROSECUTES A FARMER FOR DEHORN- 
ING HIS CATTLE, AND, AS THE EVIDENCE

GENESEO, III., Jan. 27.—|Speciai.]—The trial 
of H. H. Haaff, for cruelty to animals consist- 
ing in deborning cattle, came to a sudden close 
today by Mr. O. L. Dudley, Chief Agent of the 
Illinois Humane Society, asking on behalf of 
that society to have the case dismissed. The 
farmers who were summoned as witnesses al! 
testified that dehorning was beneficial to an! 
mals, andthe evidence being almost wholly in 
favor of the defendant the prosecution gave up 
the fight.

THE FATE IN STORE FOR A MAN WHO BE-

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 27.—|/Special.]— 
Michael Kaelin, the Swiss dairyman who mur- 
dered his wife Aug. 7 last, will pay the penaity 
of death for his crime. Tonight at 7:05 o'clock, 
alter a consultation of ten minutes, the jury 
returned a verdict, finding him guilty of murder 
in the first degree, and fixing bis punishment 
at death.

The Council Authorizes the Mayor 
to Appoint a Drainage and Wa- 
ter-Supply Commission, 


The Board of Education Lets the 
School-Desk Contract at Rea- 
sonable Figures, 


Commirsioner Oregier’s Friends to Testify 
to Their Appreciation of His Work 
as a Publio Servant. 


An adjourned meeting of the City Council 
was held iast evening, Ald. Young presiding. 
The question of the appointment of a drainage 
and water supply commission, which has been 
pending in tne Council for the last four or five 
months, and which had been made a special 
order for last evening, was finally settled by 
the passage of the ordinance authorizing the 
Mayor to appoint the commission. The ordi- 
nance, as originally introduced and already 
published, authorizes the Mayor to ap 
point an expert engineer, whose reputation 
is so bigh that his opinioa will command the 
respect of the community, and two consult- 
ing engineers of like experience in engineering 


and sanitary matters.“ ‘hese three experts, 


shall form the commission, and it shall be 
their duty to consider and investigate all plans, 
propositions, surveys, etc., relating directiy or 
indirectly 30 the drainage and water supply of 
this city; and, after a thorough inquiry into 
the whole subject, to prepare a report which 
shall be ready not later than the next meeting 
of the Legislature in January, 1887. The sal- 
ary of the Chief Engineer shall not exceed 
$10,000 per annum, and the salaries and ex- 
penses of the consulting engineers and al! other 
expenses incidental to the work shall not 
exceed $20,000, the aggregate expenses being 
limited to $30,000, which shall be paid out of 
the water fund. 

Aid. Campveil presumed the eminent expert 
would be a foreign gentieman who would not 
give his entire time to the work. A United 
States expert of that kind would be wortb $20, - 
000 to 880. 000 a year, and would not be likely 
to accept the job, or, if be accepted it, would 
not give all his time to it. He thought the res- 
oluuou shouid be amended and published for 
further consideration. It seemed to him that

should have as big a salary as the 
Other expert. Aid. Drew argued that a 
master mind was necessary to boss the work. 
Ald, Lyke said the Couneil had been talking of 
the matter ior three years, and be thought 
they could wait three or four days longer and 
let the resolution be publisbed and further 
considered. Aid. Cullerton moved that the 
term *consulting” be stricken out and * as- 
sistant’’ inserted instead. One head engineer 
and two assistants seemed the proper thing. 
The amendment was passed, and tne ordinance 
us amended was then passed by a unanimous 
vote, 

A communication was received from the 
Mayor nominating G. Mus Rogers us prose- 
cuting attorney, vice Judge Wallace, resigned. 
The nomination had been approved by the 
City Attorney and the Corporation Counsel, and 
was unanimously confirmed by the Counc. 
On motion of Aid. Clarke an order was passed 
autboriz'ng the Commissioner ot Pubiic Works 
to complete the contract for the improvement 
of Lake street viaduct at a cost of $15 000, the 
money to be subsequently refunded by the 
various raiiroad companies benefited by the 
improvement. The Committee on Licenses 
recommended the passage of the twenty-iour 
hour license ordivance with a $3 license fee. 
Ald. Appieton moved that the fee be made $25. 
The matter was temporarily postponed. The 
Committee on Fire and Water recommended 
the passage of an order requesting the City 
Electrician to furnish estimates for the light- 
ing of the Chicago River from Rush street to 
Harrison by electric.ty. So ordered. 

The committee to whom bad beeu referred 
a resolution requesting Representatives in the

AMUSEMENTS IN GOTHAM, 


BOOTH’S COMING ENGAGEMENT AT THE 
FIFTH AVENUE—BARRETI’S AMBITION— 
THE AMERICAN OPERA—THREE IMITA- 
TORS OF HENRY IRVING. 

The principal theatrical event of the near 
future is the coming of Edwin Booth to the 
Fifth Avenue Theatre. This event will occur 
Feb. 1. Mr. Booth's engagement is for a 
period of four weeks, and he will begin in 
John Howard Payne's tragedy of Brutus.“ 
lt is given out that John Stetson is to build 
new scenery and properties for this production, 
and that Mr. Bootk's company, which is fur- 
nished by Mr. Montgomery Field from the reg- 
ular stock organization of the Roston Museum, 
will be exceptionally strong and well costumed. 
During tbis engagement Mr. Booth will 
returu to the Cibber version of Richard III.“ 
Some years ago this tragedian made an acting 
version of Shakspeare’s “ Richard III,” in 
which be preserved the original dialog almost 
entirely, only altering the sequence of the 
scenes and changing a few speeches from one 
act to another. He entirely eliminated the Cib- 
ber additions and introductions, and made a 
play that was genuinely Sbakspearean practic- 
able for stage representation. It was often pict- 
uresque, but it lacked the intensely dramatic 
quality which the Cibber arrangement posses- 
ses. Mr. Bootn has found that his adaptation of 
the play is not as popular as the reguiar acting 
edition, and so, in deference to the wishes of 
bis business management, be returns to the 
version in wbich his illustrious father was so 
great. The program arranged for this season 
ulso includes the fine drama of A New Way 
to Pay Old Debts,” in which Mr. Booth will be 
seen as Sir Gi.es Overreach for the first time in 
many years. The engagement of Lawrence 
Barrett also begins the Ist of February 
at the Star Theatre. Mr. Barrett opens in 
Hugo’s Hernanil. This play Mr. Barrett 
recently revived in Philadeiphia and scored a 
brilliant success. It is said that Edwin Booth 
Will retire trom the stage after next season. 
He bas expressed bis desire to do this, and it 
is very proDabie that be will carry out this de- 
sign. The arrangements for his furewell tour 
of the United States are in the hands of Law- 
rence Barrett, who is to give his personal at- 
tention to the selection of the company, the 
making of scenery, and the costumes. When 
Edwin Booth retires trom the stage he 
will have left the fleid tur Mr. Barrett 
to bustle in. The latter will then be the rep- 
resentative American tragedian—a distinction 
which he richly deserves, tor be bas the inde- 
tatigable capacity for bard work which is con- 
sidered an essential attribute of genius. He 
iS a careful student, a courageous and enter- 
prising manager, a great actor, and an intel- 
lectual power. Mr. Barrett's ambition is to 
become in America what Heary Irving is in 
Eutlaud—an educator and a pleasure. 

What is now called American opera has 
usurped a great deal of attention bere for the 
last fortnigot, and there is something very 
ludicrous in the grim determination of the 
stockholders of the Academy to like English 
opera—for that is what it really is—in spite of 
their traditional prejudices against it. From 
the start the thing hus been a success of man- 
agement. Mrs. Thurber, who is the female 
Warwick behind ail the stockholders, has really 
succeeded by ner own enthusiasm and indomit- 
ableenerwy in making ber scheme assume the 
proportions and appearance of success. She is 
an ardent admirer of Theodore Thomas, and 
there are several people who do not hesitate to 
say that, instead of making him contribute to 
Englisb opera, she is making the opera scheme 
contribute to bis rehabilitation. Mr. Thomas 
has never been a really successful musician 
here, owing to his doctrinaire notions and his 
incorrigibie prejudices. He manages to cet into 
hot water about as often as anybody, and he is 
not in any way identified with opera, and cer- 
tainly not with English opera. This is said by 
many of the musicians to be a weak spot in 
the scheme. Mrs. Tourber, moreover, pays uim 
a handsome sum out of ber private purse, 60 
it is asserted, and stands by him. The strong 
part of the American opera so far bas been its 
ballet, and Orpheus aud Eursdice,’’ dug up 
from the last century, was little more than a 
musical framework to exhibit it. 

It is as pecuiiar as it is laughable, but it is a 
fact that three Henry Irvings are at present 
visible on the New York stage, not to speak of 
Heury Dixey’s avowed caricature in Adonis.“ 
One is Kyrie Bellew at Waliack’s. Nature has 
given him an unmistakably Irvingesque cast 
of features; but only affectaton can be re- 
sponsible for the automatic legs and 
disjointed elocution which consort but 
iily with the role which the actor 
fills, otherwise bravely, in “Hoodman 
Blind.“ The second of the ilk is Mr. Flockton at 
the Madison Square Theatre. I suppose be really 
cannot help looking and speaking like bis great 
London contemporary. At any rate, he nus 
kept it up witb extraordinary persistence ever 
since be attempted to star in Irving’s part in 
the Fly Dutcbman’’ some years ago. Mr. 
Flockton is a good actor; and if a man is born 
another man's double, he ought, perhaps, 
to be regarded more in pity than in anger. 
Young Mr. Vanderfelt, who plays with Mod- 
jeska at the Star, appears to possess the in- 
clination rather than the power to imitate 
Irving. However, it is easy enough to let the 
hair grow long. to practice angularity, and to 
sepulchrize the voice, so that the juvenile 
actor manages to produce a recognizable out- 
ward copy at tue cost of obscuring whatever 
real talent be may possess.— Lathrop’s letter.

4N INTERESTING CASE SHORTLY TO MAKE 

ITS APPEARANCE IN THE UNITED STATES 

COURT—OCONGRESSMAN RANKIN’S SUCCES- 

SOR. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 27.—[Special.}—An 
interesting case will shortly make its appear- 
ance in the United States Court here. Sept. 20, 
1880, a spark from the propelier Oconto of the 
Goodrich Transportation Company's line start- 
ed an extensive fire at Green Bay, and numer- 
ous damage suits were brought by property- 
owners against the Goodrich Company. The 
defendant has now prepared a petition to the 
United States Court asking that it ascertain 
whether the defendant is liable for the loss 
caused by the fire, and, if so liabie, to limit 
its liability to the value of the steamer and 
freight. One effect of this proceeding, 
if sustained, will be to suspend all ac- 
tons in State courts and deter- 
mine the question of defendant's 
liability for all loss caused by the fire in the 
one proceeding. As the value of the steamer 
and freight is claimed to have been $12,100, if 
the steamer is adjudged liable that will be the 
sum to be divided pro rata among all the losers 
who may elect to go into the proceedings. If 
this plan of combining all the questions in a 
single proceeding and transferring apparently 
endiess litigation from the State to Federal 
courts is sustained, it will relieve the local 
community interested of a burden of costs. be- 
sides promising a speedier result. The ques- 
tion will be argued in the United States Court 
next Monday.

UCEAN TRAVEL. 


AUSTIN CORBIN’S SCHEME FOR REVOLU- 
TIONIZING IT--TEN MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 
FOR S1X FAST SAILERS. 

Mr. Austin Corbin, the Long Island railroad 
magnate and banker, speaking to the writer of 
his scheme for revolutionizing ocean travel, 
said yesterday: It will cost $10,000,000 in 
all, or $1,250,000 for each of the six vessels. 
All the money is pledged to me by Americans, 
and the only thing I wait for is for Congress 
to pass the bill allowing us to purchase 
the vessels from the only place where 
they can be made, Perry Belmont 
and John J. Adams of New York are in charge 
of the bill. It bas been before Congress once 
this session, and has been reterred to the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, which you know made a 
unanimously favorable report on it last ses- 
sion, but the session closed before the House 
could get to it. I have reason to be extremely 
hopeful that Congress will pass the pill this 
session and that the President will sign it. 
The ships are to be of 7,000 tons burden, and 
Pearce, the great Clyde builder, to whom 1 
would give the contract, assures me that a 
speed of twenty knots per hour can be secured 
for them. They would be the festest and best 
afioat, and to make Congress remove the disa- 
bility under which 1 as well as other Ameri- 
cans are placed in being debarred from pur- 
chasing ships abroad, I have pledged myself in 
the bill to turu them over to the Government 
at an appraised price in vase of war. - Lathrop's

GOVERNMENT AFFAIRS. 
IMPORTANT SUPEREME COURT DECISION 

AFFECTING THE COLLECTION OF DUTIES 

—A DISHONEST POSTMASTER—ITEMS. 

For years importers have protested against 
the payment of a tax on the packages, or 
“cartons” as they are called in commercial 
circles, in which importations of hosiery and 
delicate fabrics generally are packed. The 
courts have not infrequently been appealed to, 
and in early every case decided adversely to 
the claimant. A recent case was so adjudicated 
by Judge Wallace of the United States Court 
for the New York circuit, and an appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court at Wasbington. 
Yesterday Coilector Seeberger was informed 
that the latter court had reversed the decision 
of Judge Wallace and remanded the case. This 
will be of interest to many importers in Chi- 
cago who were plaintiffs in a suit before Judge 
Blodgett arising out of a similar condition of 
affairs, and in which the latter cited the de- 
cision of Judge Wallace and adopted it, sub- 
ject, of course, to the decision upon the appeal. 

Reports were received at the Inspector 8 office 
yesterday of the arrest of C. E. heeler, Post- 
master, and F. H. Parker, his assistant, at Lake 
Mills, Ia., on the charge ot converting to their 
own use money-order funds. They were taken 
to Fort Dodge and arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Jobnson, and waived an 
examination. The facts were submitted to the 
grand jury, which returned an indictment 
against Parken wbo was released on $500 bail 
until bis trial in June next. Keeler was dis- 
charged. 

Young women to the number of eighty-three 
were examined yesterday as to their qualifica- 
tions for positions in the Post-Office.

The following record ot the business done in 
the money-order department for the year 1885 
bas been forwarded to the department at Wasb- 
ington; During the year there were 36,020 postal 
notes issued for the total sum of $82,212.81; 
91,853 domestic money-orders tor $1,622,248.26; 
and 33,286 international money-orders, issued 
for $511,853.11. There were paid 356,120 postal 
notes for $1,021,078.21; 556,640 domestic mon- 
ey-orders for $6,604,879.88; and 13,688 interna- 
tional orders tor $257,055 paid.

A DEFECTIVE ORDINANCE 


A SALOONKEEPER CHARGED WITH DISOBEY- 


ING THE ORDER TO SCREEN HIS WINDOWS 
SUNDAY ESCAPES PUNISHMENT. 
Hans Benson, keeper of a saloon at No. 144 


Chicago avenue, was brought before Justice 
Kersten yesterday charged with violating the 
police order compelling saloonkeepers to place 
screens over the lower parts of their saloon 
windows Sundays to prevent passers-by trom 
seeing what is going on at the bar inside. Ben- 
son testified that he obscured his front win- 
dows with the covers of pool-tables, and 
he was sure that the interior of the saloon 
could not be seen from the street last Sunday 
night. Officers McGraw and Schumacher 
said the bar was in full view from the street, 
and they saw into the place. The Justice said 
the man’s license might be revoked for violat- 
ing the ordinance, but he had no power to do 
that. As there was no penalty attached he did 
not see how he could punish Benson. The case 
was continued until next Saturday to give the 
court time to examine the ordinance further. 


Mayor Harrison was asked what action he 


would take in the matter. He replied, *I 
don’t know the circumstances in this 
particular case, but will inquire ipto 
it. Supermtendent Ebersold told him he 
didn’t think there was any penalty. 
One of the conditions upon which a saloon 
license is granted is that the door sball be 
closed and the blinds pulled down Sunday. For 
a first offense I should not revoke a license un- 
less the violation was bravado, but if a saioon- 
keeper persists in the violation 1 will do it. The 
order is Out to close the doors and lower the 
blinds Sundays, and it must be obeyed.”’

THEY GIVE IT UP. 

THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS RELINQUISH 
THE SCRIBNER ABSTRACT SCHEME, BUT 
NOT THE IDEA OF MAKING SOMETHING. 
The abstract crowd in the County Board 

bave concluded to drop the scheme embodied 
in the report submitted Monday last. At the 
next meeting a show will be made of adopting 
it, but as it is clearly an illegal proposition, 
and as the courts would certainly enjoin the 
Commissioners from carrying out their part of 
the bargain, it will be dropped. The members 
of the combination are at their wits’ ends to 
find some means to make something out of the 
scheme, but no way opens just now. One of 
the Commissioners who has been opposed to 
the job from the beginning said yesterday that 
he did not know bow much money there was in 
it, but that there was some be feit quite cer- 
tain. Anoutsider was the agent or go-be- 
tween. 

This Commissioner further said that at next 
meeting a resolution might be introduced in a 
quasi-legal form to take the piace of the re- 
port, and the effect of which would be, if 
passed, to give the Recorder power to employ 
belp to the full extent of the money named in 
the report to carry out the records and keep 
them up, also to fill out the indices. But as it 
is clear that the amount of money named 
could not be honestly spent in compensating 
clerks this scheme is likely to fall through 
also. Recorder Scribner would never certify to 
a pay-roll aggregating $20,000 annually for the 
abstract department thus created. 

The next real move to be made will be to 
lease the abstracts to outside parties, who will 
pledge themselves or contract to furnish cor- 
rect abstracts ata price per entry not exceed- 
ina that charged by the present abstract firms. 
This will be worked for all it is worth. There 
are a couple of parties now negotiating with 
the Commissioners for a lease of the abstracts, 
knowing that that is the only scheme that can 
pull through. 

But it is doubtful whether tne lease job will be 
consummated. The county is not empowered 
under any provision of the statutes to lease 
any part of the county records, It is certain, 
however, that leasing has been urged during 
the week. A Mr. Simmons formerly of the 
firm of Handy & Co., is said to be very desir- 
ous of setting up in the abstract business, 
which be quitted tweorthree years ago. He 
is one of the parties connected with the leasing 
project. Judge Moran’s decision would prob- 
ably stand in his way or that of another who 
proposed leasmg. The Commissioners are 
much chagrined at being thwarted in their de- 
signs and are bending all their energies to de- 
yise ways and means to make whatever job is 
finally agreed on hold water. 

In speaking of ex-County Commissioner 
Senne’s present attitude on the abstract busi- 
ness, Commissioner Van Peit said yesterday: 
Wen Senne was in the board be was figbt- 
ing Brockway just as bard about the condition 
of the abstract books as was possible.

' JEWELER GRATZ. 

ARRESTED IN TEXAS FOR ALLEGED FRAUDS 
ON HIS CREDITORS—THE STORY OF HIS 
BUSINESS HERE. 

A telegram received at the Pinkerton De- 
tective Agency yesterday stated that Joseph 8. 
Gratz, the Chicago jeweler captured in Texas 
Tuesday, would reach here tomorrow morning. 
The arrest has produced quite a sensation 
among the wholesale jewelry trade, where he 
is extensively acquainted. Gratz was former- 
ly employed as a traveling salesman by Hirsch 
Bros. of New York. When that concern went 
out of business about a year ago Gratz con- 
ceived the idea ot establishing himselt in busi- 
ness in Chicago, relying on his personal ac- 
quaintance with the Western retail trade 
for his future success. He had little 
or no capital to invest, but experi- 
enced no trouble in obtaining credit, and on 
the strength of his promises to pay New 
York jobvers furnished him with sufficient 
stock to begin business in Chicago at No. 175 
Madison street. Gratz was fairly successful 
and for a time met bis obligations so promptly 
that his creditors were inspired with so much 
confidence in his integrity that they unhesitat- 
ingly extended bis credit. In preparing for 
the holiday trade Gratz is said to bave en- 
larged his purchases to the full limit of his 
credit, and when some Eastern dealers learned, 
as they claim, that he was selling goods for 
less than cost they grew suspicious and began 
pressing him for money. Gratz pieaded for an 
extension of time in which to meet bis obliga- 
tions, basing his plea on a statement 
that he had a large number of out- 
standing accounts which would realize more 
than enough to liquidate all bills then due. 
His creditors agreed to wait awhile longer, and 
in the meantime Gratz is reported to bave 
bought from every one who would give him 
goods on credit. Among the firms of whom he 
thus made purchases was L. Strassburger & Co. 
of New York, and as late as Dec. 29 be ob- 
tined from them a large invoice of diamonds. 
Dec. 31 Gratz remained at his place of business 
all day, and everything went on as usual, but 
the first day of the new year being a holiday 
the employés were told that they need not 
come down. Gratz, however, was at the store 
bright and early and soon after his arrival was 
joined by Shakman & Lowenbach, wholesale 
jewelers at No. 210 Madison street. They 
remained in the place nearly all day, 


entire stock, outstanding accounts, and fixtures 
to the above-named firm, the terms of sale be- 
ing $9,000 cash. While this was going on one 
of Gratz’s creditors, located in the building, 
got wind of the sale and threatened to call in 
the police if his claim was not paid at once. 
Gratz paid part of the bill, which amounted to 
$1,200, and Shakman & Lowenbach gave their 
due-bill for the balance. Just at dusk the en- 
tire stock was removed to Shakman & Lowen- 
bach’s store, but the fixtures were attached by 
the landlord for an unpaid rent bill. The fol- 
lowing day when the employés came down they 
found the stock gone and the placeclosed. The 
news was telegraphed to Eastern creditors, and 
they claim that an investigation made by them 
of the sale disciosed the fact that the bill of sale 
bad been antedated, and that Shakman & 
Lowenbach had paid only $9,000 for a stock of 
goods and accounts worth over $30,000. A

Representatives to get back for the benefit of 
the settiers and for the public generally a por- 
tion of the lands which the railroads have 
grabbed through the conuwance and corrup- 
tion of the General Land Office. Mr. Sparks 
deserves to be commended for his actions 
rather than denounced, and for oue I wish to 
bear toward him as weil as toward Judge Pay- 
son my-sincere thanks for the course which 
they have taken.
